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Act of Incorporation 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — ^Passed 

May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan 
Goodwin, Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, 
Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, 
Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. 
Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are 
hereby made and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the 
name of the General Convention of the Baptist Churches of Con- 
necticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their successors 
shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of 
what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided, that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, 
be annually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated 
in said petition. 

Said Convention may, from time to time, elect a President 
and such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or 
convenient; may make by-laws respecting the number, qualifica- 
tions, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe the 
mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and 
manner of holding their meetings; the number necessary to form 
a quorum, and all other by-laws and regulations the said Con- 
vention may deem necessary for the government and due regula- 
tion of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their constitution, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county 
of Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be here- 
after called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by 
the name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incor- 
porated by the General Assembly of this State, May session, 1824, 
may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, 
real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed twenty-five thousand dollars. 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

I 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incor- 
porating The Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: “Said Con- 
vention may accept and hold, absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in 
such manner, or way as may be directed by the instrument making 
such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, or the income there- 
from, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of said Conven- 
tion or individuals or churches afiiliated therewith.” 
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Constitution of Convention 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to pro- 
mote the preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and 
maintenance of Baptist Churches and Sunday Schools in the State 
of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from 
the Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order 
as the present associated Baptist Churches. Each of such 
churches as shall have contributed to the funds of the Convention 
during the year last preceding the annual meeting, may be repre- 
sented by its pastor and one delegate for every one hundred and 
fraction of one hundred resident members, provided that no 
church shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides its 
pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected 
therewith may elect and send an additional delegate to represent 
each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer and Auditor, all 
of whom shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties 
shall be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first 
election, shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election 
they shall be chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At 
least one-third of the Trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, 
together with the officers of the Convention, shall constitute a 
Board of Management, in which shall be vested all the privileges 
and authority of the Convention when the Convention is not in 
session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. , 

Article VI. The constitution may be altered or amended by 
a two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meet-^ C 
ing, after one year’s previous notice. "

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BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION 

I. Meetings. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday, preceding the 
third Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock A. M., and the morning 
shall be devoted to the transaction of business in the following 
order: 

Calling to order. 

Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Address of the President. 

Report of the Trustees. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Election of officers. 

Annual sermon. 

2. The subsequent meetings of the Convention shall be 
under the control of the Committee on Program, which Committee 
shall have the power to make all arrangements for speakers at 
the Convention other than the preacher of the annual sermon and 
shall have the power to apportion the time of the meetings of 
the Convention as the different branches of Convention work may 
require, subject to the approval of the Convention at its first 
meeting. 

3. No objects other than those provided for by the 
constitution shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

4. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention 
shall be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative 
assemblies. 

5. At the close of the Convention the Secretary shall sub- 
mit the minutes of the meetings of the Convention to the Program 
Committee and upon the approval by this Committee of the 
minutes, they shall stand as approved minutes of the Convention. 

II. Committees 

1. The President shall appoint all Committees unless other- 
wise ordered. Standing Committees shall he appointed as follows: 
(1) Program for succeeding year. (2) Bible Schools. (3) 
Obituaries. (4) New Churches. (5) Social Service. (6) State 
of Churches. (7) Reference; and such other Committees as may 
be deemed necessary or expedient. 

Time shall be allowed by the Program Committee for reports 
Of illiese Committees. 
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III. The Board of Trustees 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during 
the year; one immediately after the session of the Convention, 
one in the month of April, and one on the day preceding the next 
meeting of the Convention. Special meetings of the Board may 
be called by the President at any time and shall be called by him 
at the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board; in his absence the First Vice President 
shall preside; in the absence of the President and the Vice Presi- 
dent; the Second Vice President shall preside; and in the absence 
of all three, the Board shall choose a President pro tern. The 
Secretary of the Convention shall be ex-officio Secretary, of the 
Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect 
from its members an Executive Committee of fifteen, including 
the President, the two Vice Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary and 
Auditor. It shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It 
may appoint other committees if deemed expedient. 

4. The Board of Trustees may appoint a General Secretary 
who shall have the oversight of the work of the Convention under 
the direction of the Board or its Executive Committee. 

5. The salary of the General Secretary shall be fixed by the 
Board and his year of service shall be from the time of his 
appointment until the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. 
The Board may also employ such persons as it may deem neces- 
sary to carry on the work and purposes of the Convention upon 
such terms as may seem -proper to it. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising 
funds for the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according 
to the provisions of the charter and the constitution. 

7. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of 
missionaries and for other purposes shall be made by the Board 
in accordance with the regulations laid down in the by-laws. 

8. The Board shall report to the Convention at its annual 
meeting. 


rv. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times 
during the year in the months of October, January, April and 
July, and at any other time at the call of the President. All 
applications for aid from churches which have not been passed 
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upon by the Board shall be considered and passed upon by the 
Executive Committee, provided, however, that no grant of aid 
made by such Committee shall be binding beyond the next regular 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. When the Board is not in 
session its authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but 
no contract or agreement made by the Executive Committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next ensuing meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, unless approved by the Board, except in 
such cases as have been referred to the Executive Committee for 
final action. 

The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its 
transactions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

V. Duties of OflScers and Finance Committee 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Con- 
vention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Vice President shall perform the duties of the Presi- 
dent during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Con- 
vention. He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Conven- 
tion, and shall keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, 
and special trust funds, with a brief statement of the conditions 
under which they are held and the particulars concerning their 
investment. He shall keep each class of funds separate and 
distinct from every other, and from the several funds of the 
Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement of the con- 
ditions of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive 
Committee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial 
documents, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Con- 
vention unless the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically 
direct. He shall make payments out of the treasury only upon 
the written order of the Secretary. Whenever required by the 
Executive Committee he shall give bonds to such an amount as 
they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the 
meetings of the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the 
Executive Committees. The quarterly reports of the churches 
aided by the Convention, and of the missionaries employed, shall 
be made to the Board through him, and he shall.prepare, for each 
meeting of the Board and of its Executive Committee, a statement 
of the business which needs to be brought before it. He shall 
draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the Board of 
Trustees or its Executive Committees. 
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6. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer 
and make a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and 
each quarter if required by the Board. 

f 

6, The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and 
approve by their signature, the investment of all the trust funds 
of the Convention subject to the approval of the Executive Com- 
mittee. They may require of the Treasurer, statements of all 
transactions relating to the trust funds, and of current receipts 
and expenditures whenever they deem it necessary. They may 
authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of the funds 
of the Convention from one class to another whenever they may 
deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, direct the pay- 
ment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies that 
cannot await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Execu- 
tive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any of the funds 
of the Convention be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business 
enterprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

VI. Rules to Govern Appropriations 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appro- 
priations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been 
received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks 
in October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made 
to churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and 
when they shall have made, within the year preceding, contribu- 
tions for at least three objects of benevolence, including the 
Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, 
and when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing 
the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church 
is not considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required 
that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer 
with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before 
the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made 
toward the erection of any house of worship until the approval 
of the plan by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; 
and in all cases where such appropriations amount to $5 00 or 
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more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Conven- 
tion a deed of trust of the property, which shall be held by the 
Convention until such time as the Board of Trustees shall deem 
it expedient to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its 
application has been approved by a Missionary Committee repre- 
senting the Association within whose territory the church is 
located; said committee to be elected by the Association, or, in 
case of failure to elect, appointed by the President.

VII. The General Secretary 

The General Secretary shall have the oversight and care of 
the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the 
Convention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other 
duties. He shall investigate any new enterprises that should 
be brought to the attention of the Board and report the same. 
He shall, as opportunity may offer, present the claims of the 
Convention before the churches and receive subscriptions and 
collections for the Convention. He shall be present at all meet- 
ings of the Board, and of the Executive Committee, to counsel 
and advise in all their actions, but shall have no vote. He shall 
advise the churches aided by the Convention on all matters in 
which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Convention 
to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case by the 
Board of Trustees or by its Executive Committee, provided, how- 
ever, that the General Secretary by and with the consent of the 
President may, in emergencies, expend not more than $100 in 
any one month in connection with the provision of supplies for 
pastorless and needy churches, necessary evangelistic or mis- 
sionary services, or matters connected therewith. 

VIII. Amendments 

These by-laws, except such as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or addi- 
tions made thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by 
a majority vote. 

Such of the by-laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the constitution, and can be changed by 
a two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention, and after one year’s notice. 
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Legacies and Annuities 


In all legal documents the name of the organization should 
appear as “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The General 
Secretary of the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise 
any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct uses of 
the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the 
purposes of any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for 
the benefit of the Convention will be gladly accepted and interest 
according to the established annuity rates will be paid to the 
donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an 
exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor during life and 
assures the Convention of the entire amount of money desired 
to he given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give fur- 
ther information in regard to this matter. 
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NINETY-FIRST ANNUAL SESSION 

Connecticut Baptist Convention 


Hartford, Conn., October 20, 1914. 

The ninety-first annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting house of the 
First Baptist Church of Hartford on the above date. 

President Nicholson called the Convention to order at 
10 A. M. Rev. W. P. Chipman, D. D., led the Devotional 
service, singing “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 
Dr. Chipman read a portion of 2d Cor. 6 and offered 
prayer. 

Rev. H. J. White, D. D., pastor of the entertaining 
church, welcomed the Convention with the following 
address : 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 

On behalf of our noble church, I heartily welcome you. I 
am confident that what I try to say in welcome is being fulfilled 
by my loyal people throughout this building, and by all Hartford 
Baptists in their cordial greetings and hospitality. Next March 
we shall celebrate the one hundred and twenty-fifth birthday of 
our church, but 1‘feel certain that you will all discover that, while 
it has a long and noble history, it is young in spirit, devoted in 
heart and courageous in purpose. You will find, also, that the 
entire Hartford Baptist family is united and happy, facing the 
front in its vigorous spiritual ministry. That we are working 
together has been proven at Olivet this year in the dedication 
of a meeting house of which we are proud. We hope to do the 
same for our splendid Italian work ere long. Great and good 
things about all our Hartford churches come to mind, but I must 
welcome you and not boast. I remind you with sorrow of the 
loss which many of you have felt as you came to Hartford this 
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year. We all miss the loving greeting of that Christian scholar. 
Doctor Stone, who has been the nestor and friend of Connecticut 
Baptists for so many golden years. May his mantle of power 
and grace fall upon the eager young prophets in our midst. We 
are glad to have our State Convention here in Hartford. During 
the coming winter the legislators will come. You will make 
much less stir than they, but your work is far deeper and en- 
during than theirs. The lawmakers are weak if the people scorn 
the law. The law is kept through the gospel. We welcome you 
for the unity of the faith and the purpose of fraternal help. We 
greet you in a great hour! The earth trembles with the shock 
of battle! While Europe smothers in powder smoke, thousands 
of the aliens are here beside us. Let us interpret their liberties 
in the terms of the gospel. Let these meetings be the council 
chambers of the King. 

We welcome your noble ofl&cers, Nicholson, Coats and Prior, 
as valuable exhibits of consecrated ability. May all our men 
catch their spirit. May this meeting be the most shocking, the 
most audacious, the most impelling and triumphant convention 
that we have ever known. May the God of Peace give us the 
Peace of God, and may we have great part in hastening the reign 
on earth of the King of Peace. 

RESPONSE TO WELCOME 

Responding to the welcome, President Nicholson said : 

“It is a little difficult after such an address to thank you 
as one ought. I have been thinking what this church has done, 
and is doing and the source of its activity. Almost all work and 
organization depends upon the leaders. This church is perform- 
ing this beautiful service, for the love of the Master on high, and 
the love of the leader here. On behalf of the Convention, I wish 
to thank Dr. White and his noble people for the way they have 
greeted us.” 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

For the third time it has become my duty, as well as my 
privilege, to present to the Convention the annual address of the 
President. The reports of the Treasurer and of the Secretary 
are so complete concerning the activities of the past year that 
it would be merely repetition to comment upon the matters which 
will be contained in those reports. For that reason this address 
will be confined to personal observations and suggestions. 
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To one who is connected with the churches as is the Presi- 
dent of a State Convention, and who through business relations 
is also actively associated with the world not so closely connected 
with church work, there are occurrences which cause reflection 
on the relations between the two. There will be a report upon 
“The State of Religion in the Churches,” which will ably cover 
the work which the churches have done during the year. Your 
President desires to make some observations on the state of 
religion out of the churches. 

The teachings of Christianity are being assailed as vigorously 
as, and more subtly than, at any time since the ascension of the 
Christ (if one is still permitted to openly speak of the ascension 
as of a matter that is believed). The doubts that have been 
spread abroad by German, French, English and American philoso- 
phers (or as they might better be termed “lovers of sophistries”) 
have slowly but surely worked their way into every day life and 
every day beliefs. The continued and studied disobedience of the 
mandates of the Christ, by supposed adherents of Christianity, 
present arguments which materially assist those who propagate 
the doubts. “What,” comes the question, “has Christianity, with 
its teachings of love for mankind, done for mankind, when its 
professed followers are using every method that can be devised, 
to show personal and race hatred for each other?” Is it not 
a fair question, too? Think of the King of England, the Church 
of England, and the People , of England praying to God in the 
name of the Prince of Peace that the forces under its flag may 
wound, torture, and murder enough of their opponents to make 
the remainder take flight; and the Emperor of Germany, the 
Czar of Russia, the President of Prance, the King of Belgium, 
and the Emperor of Austria, with their churches and people, 
doing the same. The very irony of such a situation invites doubt 
as to the power of the teachings of the Christ as a controlling 
factor in life, among those who have not accepted those teachings 
as vital. If there were active opposition to the churches, there 
would be an uprising in the church to combat it; but it is the 
subtlety of the attack, the expressed doubts, the questionings, 
which are affecting the non-church adherents, and showing the 
state of religion outside of the church. 

It is far from the purpose of this address to make any criti- 
cisms regarding the church, and yet it seems necessary from the 
viewpoint of an observer to ask what is being done in the church 
to sustain the principles of Christianity. The situation appears 
somewhat like this: 

Many of the preachers and teachers throughout the so-called 
Christian world, in recognizing the difficulty, are temporizing 
with the situation. Rather than declaring that Christianity has 
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as one of its fundamental principles, “peace on earth, good will 
to men,” they are saying that the preservation of rights demands 
war at times. Consider the countries at war now and examine 
the causes. Is there one not directed by desire for conquest or 
commercial supremacy, except perhaps poor Belgium, always the 
football of European difldculties? Those who, out of the church, 
argue against the basic principles of Christianity are frequently 
met with statements that these principles are largely “non- 
essentials,” that modern learning is more indicative of the teach- 
ings of Christ than are the words of the gospel writers, and hence 
that the supporters of skepticism must be recognized. 

War is never necessary; it is a crime. The mechanical and 
administrative geniuses who think and plan that their armies 
may control the land, their navies control the seas, or their air- 
ships control the air, are no better than the Mafia with its war 
on society. There are no “non-essentials” in the Christian 
religion; either the biblical teachings are true or they are a 
monstrous fabrication; either the doctrines are essential or Jesus 
was not the Son of God; either Jesus was born of the Virgin 
mother as the Son of God or the Christian religion is no better 
than Buddhism, Confucianism or Mohammedanism; either the 
gospel writers quoted the words of Jesus correctly or the New 
Testament must be abandoned. 

The purpose of the annual meeting of this Convention is an 
examination of the work of the preceding year and the develbp- 
ment of plans for the succeeding year. In the opinion of the 
President the time has come when the churches must take a 
position consistent with their professed beliefs or, sink into a 
state of living death. Either the workers for the cause of Chris- 
tianity are working for the gospel of Christ as it is written, or 
there can be no enthusiasm in the work, and hence no accom- 
plishment of results. 

These suggestions do not constitute the opinions of a Amst 
number of learned men who are earnest Christians, devout 
personal followers of the Christ, far more qualified to speak 
authoritatively than is your President, a layman. He can say 
no more than this, that in his opinion the situation to be faced 
is “Shall the churches grow?” Then give them something to 
grow for and to grow upon. Christianity in this day of education 
and thought, must be largely an appeal to reason and intelligence. 
If the thinking person sees the line between the professed be- 
liever and the unbeliever so indistinct as to be barely noticeable, 
there can be little reason for crossing the line. The state of 
religion outside the church must be governed and will be 
governed by the quality of religion within the church. Every 
organism grows by reason of innate vitality; remove that vitality 
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and the organism shrinks and decays. The work of this Con- 
vention and of the churches composing it is dependent upon 
vitalized Christianity in the individual. 

The policy that has been adopted by the Convention for 
several years past has been to accumulate all moneys left by will 
or given on annuity to the Convention, including those where 
the expressed purpose is designated, as the general work of the 
Convention. This policy has continued until now. The total 
income from invested funds for Convention use as shown last 
year amounted to $5,587.14. The actual expense of administra- 
tion is approximately $5,000, so that under present conditions 
the invested funds take care of the administrative expenses. The 
present accumulations should under no circumstances be dis- 
turbed. However, the demands of the field are so great that in 
the opinion of your President the Trustees should have some 
authorization by the Convention to hereafter use a portion of the 
moneys bequeathed for the general uses of the Convention, for 
the then necessities of the Convention; provided a record is 
kept, in one department of the annual, of bequests so made, 
thereby keeping alive the memory of those who have done for 
the Convention. This same provision should apply to expired 
annuities. It should all be left to the discretion of the Trustees, 
to use future general bequests and annuities where absolutely 
necessary; otherwise to be invested for the permanent advantage 
of ^the Convention. 

Financial conditions throughout the State, affected as they 
are by the European situation, must necessarily affect the income 
of the Convention and of the individual churches. In order that 
the greatest possible amount of work can be done every loyalty 
should be shown to the Convention and every assistance given it 
to enable it to carry on the work that is so needed through the 
State. It is impossible for the Secretary of the Convention to 
present the cause of the Convention in every church during the 
year. Your President would suggest that there be a committee 
appointed, which should, with the assistance of the Secretary, 
arrange for exchange of pulpits during the year for the purpose 
of having the various ministers through the State present the 
Convention' work in other churches than their own. The con- 
stituents of the Convention are the members of the churches and 
the work of the Convention can only be successful where the 
knowledge of those members as to the work is complete. 

Permit me to express my appreciation of the many kind- 
nesses that have been done me during the past year by the officers 
and members of committees. Everyone has shown a great desire 
to be of material assistance; everyone has worked in harmony; 
and great credit is due to the officers, to the Board of Trustees 
and to the committees.

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Report of the Board of Trustees 


To the Connceticut Baptist Convention. 

Your Board of Trustees beg leave to submit their Annual 
Report: 

The year which is just closing has witnessed no decrease either 
in the interest or in the importance of the work of the Con- 
vention. 


Meetings. 

Besides the regular meetings of the Board and the Executive 
Committee, a special meeting of the Board was held to consider 
the question of further effort to secure funds for the building of 
chapels for our Missions. All of these meetings were well 
attended and careful and serious consideration given to every 
phase of the work. 

Changes in the Board. 

We are again called sorrowfully to record the death of one 
of our oldest and most helpful members. The Rev. George M. 
Stone, D. D., so long pastor of the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church, 
Hartford, has given us the benefit of the wisdom of his ripened 
years in all our councils. Peaceable and peace-loving, the infiuence 
of his kindly character has ever been felt in our gatherings. We 
deplore his loss. The other vacancy in the Board is that of 
Mr. William I. Spicer of Noank, who declined election. 

Finances. 

The Treasurer’s report soon to be given will reveal the state 
of our finances. At the present writing it is impossible to say 
just how we are coming out, but the unlooked-for interruption 
felt in all departments of business through the breaking out of 
the great war in Europe has had its effect on us. When the 
books are closed it will not be strange if we find our debt some- 
what increased. It is the settled conviction of the Board that 
we can no longer go on as we have been doing, planning our 
work on the basis of the needs of the field and its manifold 
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opportunities and without reference to the probable amount of 
money which will be forthcoming to pay the bills. It seems to 
them imperative that a budget shall be planned which will fall 
within the ability and willingness of the churches to meet. If 
our present field of operations is larger than this, it must be 
restricted at no matter what cost. It is hardly necessary to say 
that this subject has given the Board serious concern. All our 
missions are fiourishing and the new fields opening constantly 
are so inviting that the work would seem to demand continual 
expansion. If, on the other hand, we are compelled through lack 
of resources to restrict our work, it will be exceedingly difficult 
to determine where to begin. 

The New Plan. 

/ 

To meet this constantly recurring situation the Committee on 
Apportionment last year recommended that, instead of appor- 
tioning specified amounts to the churches, we ask them to pledge 
sums sufficient to meet the budget. The report was adopted and 
the plan has been put in operation. Some weeks ago the Com- 
mittee sent a communication to each of the churches stating the 
amount necessary to be raised in offerings and gifts in order to 
meet our needs based on the present rate of expenditure, and 
asking from them definite pledges toward this sum. The plan 
seems to be favored by most of the churches. It does away with 
the objectionable apportionment system and substitutes for it 
the voluntary offerings of the churches. The only question which 
remains to be settled is whether or not the result will enable us 
to carry on our work as we are now doing it, or compel 
withdrawal from some of the fields which we are now occupying. 

The matter is fairly up to the churches. It is for them to 
determine what the course of the Board shall be and we are 
anxiously awaiting the result of the canvass. At the time this 
report is made up about one-half of the churches have responded 
to the appeal. These have, as a rule, done generously, and if 
all will take hold and do the best they can our work need not be 
seriously curtailed. 

Annuities and Legacies. 

Above ten thousand dollars has been added this year to our 
Annuity Fund. This is becoming a favorite method with those 
who have money which they desire ultimately to be placed at our 
disposal. It possesses the advantage of affording the Annuitant 
a safe and increased income during life and avoids the possibility 
of any legal complications after their death. 

A legacy from the Clarissa Beardsley estate, which should 
have come into our possession several months ago,, has been tied 
up for a little while, but will doubtless be paid over to us shortly. 
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Our Missions. 

The work among the foreign-speaking people is in a promising 
condition. Our missionaries have done faithful and effective 
service, and on all the fields satisfactory progress has been made. 
The number of baptisms this year is 67 as against 59 last year 
and in the churches of the foreign-born there were 48 baptisms 
as against 15 last year. On the other hand, the baptisms in the 
aided English-speaking churches have decreased from 4,6 to 34. 
It is a significant and important fact that nearly one-fourth of 
all the baptisms in the State this year were in the churches and 
Missions conducting services in some other than the English 
language. 

The Italian Work. 

The work among the Italians in the State suffered a severe 
^loss in the departure of the Rev. Angelo DiDomenica from New 
Haven to Philadelphia. Mr. DiDomenica has been closely identi- 
fied with the work for a good many years and was recognized 
as leader among his own people. We have fortunately been able 
to secure in his place the Rev. Amedio Pasciuta of Gloversville, 
N. Y., to assume the charge of the new church. In connection 
with this work in New Haven has been the renovation at a cost 
of several hundred dollars of the old Swedish Church on William 
street which will now be opened as a Mission of the First Italian 
Church. 

The work in New Haven is greatly aided by the hearty and 
enthusiastic support given by the New Haven Baptist Union. We 
look for the speedy development of the church into a strong and 
self-sustaining body. 

Waterbury. Rev. John Barone continues as the efficient mis- 
sionary in Waterbury. The Convention has paid out of the Fund 
for Foreign Work the mortgage indebtedness on the lot bought 
a year or two ago and the Italian brethren are now engaged in 
raising sufficient funds to build them a needed chapel. Here, too, 
the sympathy and help of the American brethren is greatly appre- 
ciated. 

Meriden. In the early summer, by the death of his mother, 
Mr. Giuffrida, missionary at Meriden, was compelled to return to 
Italy for a month or two. The sudden outbreak of war and the 
uncertainty of the conditions growing out of It have led the 
Italian Government to refuse to allow any of those liable to 
military service to depart, and hence Mr. Giuffrida is not able to 
return to his work. How long this condition will last we cannot 
say, but we are hoping that before very long he may be per- 
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mitted to come back to us and take up his work again. Some 
temporary arrangement must be effected to carry on the services 
until he returns. 

Bridgeport. The Mission at Bridgeport flourishes greatly. 
Baptisms are of frequent occurrence. Mr. Martucci, besides his 
work in the city, visits the Italian colony in Shelton. The efficient 
work of Miss Helen Story, the lady missionary, cannot be too 
highly commended. The Sunday School is' constantly growing 
and the Summer School has been one of the best in the State. 
The great need in Bridgeport as in other places, is a suitable 
chapel. 

Hartford. The Hartford Italian Mission is successfully car- 
ried on by Mr. Roca, who has long been on the held and who 
continues in excellent favor with the people. Here, too, there 
is need of a house of worship. 

Ansonia. Mr. De Luca, student missionary at Ansonia, has 
succeeded in gaining and securing a hold on the hearts of his 
countrymen in that place. A room has been secured and suitably 
fltted up and the services have been well attended. Mr. De Luca 
has left Yale and is taking a year in the Suffield Literary Insti- 
tute. It is not easy for him to reach Ansonia and possibly some 
change may be made among the workers to give him a field 
nearer Suffield. 

Wallingford. The Wallingford Italian work has been carried 
on this summer by Mr. J. E. Parrella, a student in the Colgate 
Training School in Brooklyn. He will continue for a while to 
visit this field as student supply. 

Bristol and Southington. The Rev. Victor W. Perrante of Dan- 
bury has been placed in charge of the work at Bristol and the new 
Italian work at Southington. The promise on this new field is 
excellent and Mr. Ferrante is proving an efficient worker. The 
American Churches at Bristol and Southington are heartily co- 
operating in the work. ' 

Winsted. The co-operative work carried on at Winsted among 
the Italians by Missionary Schepis has also been successful. 
Quite a number of the Italians have been baptized into the fellow- 
ship of the Baptist Church in that city. Mr. Schepis has now 
left the field and the churches have applied to the Brooklyn 
School to send them another worker. 

Norwich. In this connection must also be noted the striking 
providential beginning of the work among the Italians in Nor- 
wich. This work has centered in the strong Central Baptist 
Church and is being prosecuted with vigor and success. We hope 
to hear later in the Convention the story of the beginning of this 
work from Dr. Slocum, the pastor of the church. 
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The Hungarian Work. 

The record of the work among the Hungarians also is the 
story of continued advance. The First Hungarian Baptist Church 
of Bridgeport has already outgrown its quarters and a consider- 
able sum has been gathered by the faithful brethren of that 
church for the purpose of erecting a suitable addition to the 
Chapel. Pastor Gazsi preaches not only to the crowded houses 
that gather to hear him, but also to the many hundreds and even 
thousands that congregate on the streets. This church reports 
thirty baptisms for the year. Missionary Kiss of South Norwalk 
is almost too. strenuous in carrying on the work there and in 
the adjoining villages. Three or four places are reached by him 
regularly and a little band of believers is gathered in each place. 
There was fear for a time that this ardent missionary would 
break down under the pressure of the burden, but we are happy 
to report that he seems to be recovering his usual health and 
strength. 

General Missionary Zboray is unceasing in vigilant watch- 
care over the entire field and especially over the little fiock of 
Hungarians at Wallingford. There is an imperative demand for 
a worker to be settled there and a Chapel is also greatly needed. 

The work among the Slovaks at Torrington will now be under 
the care of Mr. Zboray. Our promising young Slovak student, 
Mr. Paul Skokan, has finished his course in the Suffield Literary 
Institute and has begun a college course in New York University. , 

The Swedes. 

We are still aiding in the support of a pastor in four of the 
Swedish Churches. The Church at Waterbury has been greatly 
weakened by unfortunate doctrinal divisions. Rev. David P. 
Nygren has now left the field and a suitable man to carry on the 
work is very much needed. 

The New Haven Swedes are greatly rejoicing in the enlarged 
opportunities they have found in their new church building. The 
Rev. O. W. Johnson, who has settled with them during the year, 
is proving very efficient. A score or more of baptisms are reported 
in this church. 

There has been for a number of years an organization among 
the Swedes in Bristol. They have finally decided to become an 
independent church and have already asked and received admis- 
sion into the Hartford Association and will probably ask for 
admission to the Convention some time during this Anniversary. 

The Rev. B. P. Benoit of Putnam is still looking after the 
interests among the French population in the eastern part of the 
State. His work is very largely done from house to house and 
he is encouraged by finding access to the people, growing easier 
from year to year. Two have recently been baptized in Putnam.

Suiifply of Preachers for the Foreign-Boin. 

A gratifying advance is to he noted in the constantly increas- 
ing number of young men among the foreign-horn who are pre- 
paring for the work of the ministry. Our own Missions are con- 
stantly sending out their brightest young men into this work of 
preparation. The lack of suitable laborers which we have felt 
as a hindrance heretofore, seems likely soon to pass away. Among 
the seventeen students for the ministry who are receiving aid 
from our Educational Society, eleven are either foreign-born or 
born of foreign parents. Included in these are Italians, Slovaks, 
Swedes, French and German. There is also a gratifying tendency 
toward more and more thoroughness in preparation. Short cuts 
to the ministry are not very much in favor among these students. 

Aided Churches. 

The Convention has granted aid in the support of the pastor 
in twenty-one of our English-speaking churches. These are for 
the most part rural fields and conditions are not very promising. 
On the most of these fields there have been no baptisms during 
the year. At the request of the President the Secretary of the 
Convention has been investigating the conditions among our aided 
churches. His report was made to the Board at their semi-annual 
meeting in April. The survey covered the six years immediately 
preceding. During these years thirty-one churches were aided 
a part or all of the time. The amount expended was $11,566.91. 
During these six years the churches report 241 baptisms and 204 
other additions. In comparing the membership this year with 
the membership six years ago, it was discovered that eighteen 
of these thirty-one churches have a smaller membership now 
than then and in two others the membership has remained 
stationary. Eight of these churches reported no baptisms in six 
years. 

Among the conclusions drawn in the report was this, that few 
of these churches are approaching a condition of self-support and 
among the smaller churches of the State not now being aided there 
is also a decrease in membership which would seem to indicate 
that the time might come before very long when if they are to 
maintain an existence, they must be helped out of the Convention 
Treasury. There are some notable exceptions to this rule. Some 
of the churches now being helped are likely soon to become 
large and strong self-supporting churches. A brief survey of 
the field follows: 

The Rev. B. P. Nye, who has done splendid service at North 
Colebrook and in the Congregational Church at South Sandisfield 
for the past two years, has withdrawn from the field, and the 
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North Colebrook Church will probably be closed "for the winter. 

Mr. Lester B. Newill, a student from Rochester, has been the 
summer supply for the South Colebrook Church and the Congre- 
gational Church at Riverton. They are now looking for a pastor 
who will care for both fields. The old church at East Cornwall 
was opened during the summer and supplied by a young man 
from Bridgeport, but with the coming of winter, the brethren 
there have decided to close their door for the season. 

The Rev. George E. Davis resigned the pastorate at Tariffville 
and has assumed the care of the Sterling Baptist Church on 
Sterling Hill. The work is opening well and the brethren are 
greatly encouraged. 

The Rev. D. C. Laudenslager, who is taking a course of study 
at the Hartford Seminary, will supply the Tariffville Church for 
the winter. 

The Rev. E. M. Bartlett, through failing strength, felt com- 
pelled to close his work at Canton greatly to the regret of the 
brethren. It is very fortunate for the church that former Evan- 
gelist Flanders is living not far away and has for the present 
assumed pastoral care of the field. 

At West Hartford and Shelton the outlook is very hopeful. 
Brother Prindle has been greatly encouraged in his work at 
Shelton and quite a large number of baptisms are reported. 

The Rev. C. A. Boyd, who was so successful in his work at 
West Hartford, has accepted a position with the Sunday School 
Convention in Vermont. The church greatly regrets his going, 
but are hopeful of finding a man of similar spirit who will con- 
tinue to lead the church into wider fields. 

At East Killingly unfortunate divisions have occurred and 
Pastor Barratt has resigned. 

On the other fields no important changes have been noted. 

Colportage. 

Colporter Newton still continues his excellent service in the 
State. He has now visited every section of the State and left a 
train of blessing behind. His work has not been confined wholly 
to the remote districts, but in some of the larger towns and vil- 
lages he has proven very helpful to the pastor by going from 
house to house making religious calls and introducing his litera- 
ture. Wherever he goes, his bright ways and cheerful disposition 
gives him warm welcome. 

The General Secretary. 

The duties of the General Secretary are manifold and some- 
times arduous. As many of our churches grow weaker from year 
to year, the need of constant counsel and advice and watch-care 
becomes more and more imperative and, on the other hand, the 
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Church^ among the foreign-born demands continual oversight. 

and the work of mediation is demanded. In performing the 
duties of his office the Secretary has traveled about one thousand 
miles a month during the year. The amount of correspondence 
also IS considerable as will be seen by the fact that not far from 
ve thousand pieces of mail have passed through the office the 
past year As a rule he also is preaching from one to three times 
each Sabbath of the year with few exceptions. 

The Effect of the War. 

It IS impossible except in a general way to foresee the effect 

MtTtr'?- ^°“^^thing of its influence is 

t in the disturbed flnancial conditions which may result in a 

decrease in our income, but evidently we have not yet begun to 
realize all that it means for us. One of the important effects has 
been the cutting off of the stream of immigration. The great 
bulk of our immigrants have been coming to us from the coun- 
tries now involved in the conflict. No able-bodied men will be 
permitted to leave these lands until the war is over. If any come, 
It will be the aged or the very young and the women. Many of 
those who are living here but who are liable to military service 
will go back to fight in the armies of their native land. In a way 
this will be helpful. It will give us a little time to adjust our- 
selves to present conditions. We can more thoroughly evangelize 
those who are already here, many of whom we have begun to 
reac . e must redouble our diligence and increase our efforts 
to evangelize this part of our population. 

By and by when the war is over the uncounted millions of 
expenditure which it has cost, will leave the nations of Europe 
under a burden of great poverty. Multitudes of the people in 
their distress will look toward us for relief. The stream of 
emigration will again swell to large proportions. Those who 
come will not be the strong and sturdy class whom we have been 
receiving, but the poor and the maimed and the weak. It will 
require great wisdom to meet the problems of that day. We 
must prepare for the responsibilities of that occasion by faithful 
effort to bring within the saving grace of God those that are now 
here. Your Board feels that this year is critical in our history. 
If we fail in our duty, the failure will be far reaching and dis- 
astrous. If with an eye single to the glory of God and the high 
interests of Christ’s Kingdom we undertake the work in any 
adequate way, the result of our efforts will be blessed. 

We pray for ourselves and for the churches’ strength and 
wisdom for the imposed task.

Charles Edward Prior, the Treasurer, presented his 
report. 

Voted, That the report of the Treasurer be accepted 
with the privilege of amending it to include all moneys 
received before the printing of the minutes. 

Rev. H. J. White, D.D., Chairman of Committee on 
Nomination of Officers, presented the following report:

Auditor — C. Hadlai Hull, New London. 

Rev. H. J. White, D.D., was called to the chair. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 

Voted, That Rev. W. G. Fennell, D.D., be requested 
to cast the ballot for the officers named. Upon his doing 
so they were declared elected. 

Rev. R. G. Hartley presented the report on Nomina- 
tion of Trustees. 

As Dr. E. G. Sumner could not longer act as Trustee, 
and- suggested that his pastor. Rev. W. F. Rowley, be 
appointed in his place. It was so voted. 

Voted, That the Secretary cast the ballot for the 
Trustees named. Upon his doing so they were declared 
elected. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., presented the printed program, 
which was adopted. 

An offering was received amounting to $76.00. 

After singing, “A Mighty Fortress is Our God,” Rev. 
R. Maplesden read a portion of John 14:1-21, and Rev. 
J. R. Brown, Ph.D., offered prayer. 
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Rev. E. W. Husted preached the annual sermon, 
taking for his text, Matt. 28:10 and Acts 1:8. 

Theme, Divine Given Power. Text Matt. 28:10 Acts 1:8. 

These texts containing the parting commands of Jesus Christ 
to His disciples. The last contains a promise and how very- 
precious as well as encouraging to these disciples and to our- 
selves who have come to believe upon Him through their word. 
This was the good night message. We all attach a peculiar mean- 
ing and sacredness to last words. We write them in our books, 
we cherish them in our memories, we repeat them in our conver- 
sa'tions. They seem to us like living voices from the past, orators 
from the unseen world, echoes from footsteps that fall upon the 
eternal shore, living chains of interest and affection binding 
us to the distant, the beloved and the dead. We would gladly 
have all last words warm with love, tremulous with feeling, 
earnest with fidelity. The good night of the weary child sounds 
like music in the mother’s heart till she herself is wrapped in 
slumber. And if the morning should not bring back the voice 
whose last tone thrilled with the name of mother, the tone would 
live in the mother’s heart until her dying day. And thus it is 
with the words of Jesus we will cherish them until He shall bid 
us good morning in the Kingdom above. 

Notice these gathering j)laces were the places of preparation. 
Why back to Galilee? What was Galilee to these men? It was 
the place of their boyhood. They were born there. Here were 
those sweet tender memories of father, mother and home. There 
they sat at the feet of their teacher when they were children. 
There they learned their trades as every Jewish boy must. There 
were the hills over which they had roamed when they were young 
and here was the lake on whose shores they had played and 
dreamed. The sweetest and tenderest associations of life to 
these men were summoned up in that word Galilee. Back to 
Galilee then to them was back to that which is deepest and truest 
in their lives. “It was back to the spot where the heart naturally 
grows tender, the mind open and the whole soul warm and re- 
ceptive. It was back to the place where the harshness and cruelty 
and shame of the world had not been known by them, where the 
disappointments of life had not been tasted and where their 
natures were to be at their truest and best.” Galilee was all this 
to these men, but it was more. It was also the land where they 
first became acquainted with the Christ and learned to call Him 
Lord. It was there he found them at the side of their fishing 
nets and made His appeal to them to follow Him. And it was 
there they came to that decision of all decisions — to forsake all 
and follow Him. Galilee was the land of their first Christian

experience. It was there they gave their hearts to Him and with 
all the fervor of a new born allegiance pledged their lives to 
Him. It was there He ordained them to be apostles and trained 
them for their work. Glad days these were up in Galilee. 

The tide of their faith was running high then, and it was 
a joy to possess it. Christ was very real to them then, heaven 
came down and dwelt all about them. There was no flaw in 
their faith then, everything about their religion was real and 
everything about their Master divine. 

But since that day they had had trying experiences, their 
faith had been shaken, they had yielded to temptation, and I 
believe that before Christ could restore the lost faith. He had 
to get them where they would be truest to themselves, where 
their hearts would be normal and their minds unfettered by all 
the complex artiflcial life they had been living down in old 
Jerusalem. In Galilee for a time they would forget the spite of 
the high priest, the bigotry of the Sanhedrin and the cruel re- 
pression of Rome and just he themselves again. Brethren, I 
wonder if it would not do us good to go back to Galilee. I think 
it is so true that the effect of contact with the world is to put 
harriers around our souls to insulate us so that the influence of 
heaven cannot penetrate and move us as we ought to be moved. 
This is what comes to us as the experiences of life thicken 
about us, we grow less open, less sensitive, less susceptible to the 
spiritual. 

An incident is related of the late Henry W. Grady of 
Atlanta, Ga., which will illustrate my point. On entering the 
city of Atlanta he became immensely successful. He was re- 
garded as one of the most influential men of the South in his 
time. But after a time he perceived that he was losing his vision 
of Christ, that the beauty and richness and zest of his religious 
experience was leaving him. It worried him, many men just let 
it go. Then Mr. Grady did a strange thing. One day his com- 
panions missed him. Then they discovered he had gone back to 
the old home of his childhood, where his mother still lived. 
There he told her the story of his waning Christian experience 
and asked her to let him play the boy again around the old home. 
When it was time for him to retire he knelt at his mother’s knee 
and said after her the little prayer she taught him when a boy, 
she came and tucked him in bed and kissed him good night. The 
next morning mother and son wandered out under the trees in 
the orchard and talked as they used to do in the days of his 
childhood. And after five days of this kind of experience, he 
went back into his life in the city. He had been hack to Galilee, 
where he had found himself. 

Then came the enduement at Jerusalem, at Jerusalem they 
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must have the power to do the work. What kind of power was 
it to be? Not physical. I love to watch a river rising in the moun- 
tains and rushing to its resting place in the sea, cutting for itself 
a passage through the rocks, leaping from yonder heights with 
a force, if harnessed would do the work of ten thousand men, 
that is physical power. Stand out some starry night and watch 
the companies and regiments of stars moving without friction 
held in their courses by that wonderful law which causes the 
ripened apple to fall at your feet, that is physical power. But 
it was spiritual power, the power that comes from the indwelling 
spirit of God. 

We cannot analyze the Spirit any more than we can elec- 
tricity or gravitation, but we know its effects. 

See the influence the spirit exerted over these men. 

First over their personality. They had a most wonderful 
task, they were men without education, means or influence, they 
were also narrow and worldly. Some one has said these disci- 
ples tarried in that upper room so as to be fllled with the Spirit; 
but Dr. Gordon has said, they tarried in order to be emptied 
of all their narrowness, worldliness and selfishness so that the 
spirit could fill them, the air always rushes in to fill a vacuum, 
thus Peter was emptied of his presumption that he might be 
filled with all the power of God. Thomas was emptied of his 
unbelief that he might be filled with all confidence; and John 
was emptied of his thunder that he might be filled with all the 
love of Calvary. The upper room then was not a gathering place 
for disappointed fanatics, but rather the first wireless station. 
Christ communicated with after His passing into the unseen, and 
I consider the day of Pentecost signifies the energy of the invisi- 
ble Christ personalized in human souls. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues as of fire and it sat upon each of them. 

This is God’s way of unlocking the treasures hidden behind the 
closed doors of human personality. 

Our world holds only a few really great things. It holds one 
great name, the name of God, one great force, the power of 
righteousness, one great leader, the Christ, one great law, the 
law of love, one great book, the Bible, one great influence, the 
influence of a Christ man and woman. How much good these 
men accomplished. Brethren, the coming regency will not lie in 
the pulpit nor on the platform, nor in any exposition of the truth, 
but in a luminous Christian soul. Abtract truth can never do 
what a God filled man or woman can do — accomplish. When I 
was a boy I loved to go to fires. I remember how I stood on a 
street corner in Brooklyn ahd watched a great building burn. It 
was a grand sight to see every window aglow. On the other side of 
the way was a building just as tall and not a light within, save 
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the reflection from the fire on the opposite side, when all at once 
the flames born on the wings of the wind touched the other 
building and it began to burn and in time each vied with the 
other in sending the flames the highest, and thus set on fire by 
the Holy Spirit, we may set some other life on fire for the King- 
dom’s sake. 

Notice another effect of this power is seen in that remark- 
able sermon which Peter preached. How simple it was, but what 
a wonderful presentation of his theme — the Christ. How he uses 
the Old Testament to strengthen his thought, his entire sermon 
shows an enlarged and enlightened spirituality. Brethren, I do 
not believe we will have results for which wm long only as we 
hold to the teaching of this book. Do some of us imagine we 
need to find some other doctrines because this Bible is old? 
Yes, it is an old book, but not old fashioned, it is just as fresh 
as our present needs. Yes, when morning light and glorious 
sunsets are out of date, when mountains and rivers and brooks 
are considered behind the times and when the light of yonder 
moon is old in this day of electric light in a word, when nature 
has lost her thoughtfulness regarding your life and mine, then 
it will be time to look for other thoughts to guide and comfort 
us, but not till then. Yes, when the angel of death has lost his 
way to this world of ours or been robbed of his cunning over 
these bodies of ours. When anxiety ceases to be a part of a 
mother’s love and children grow up into perfection like the sweet, 
careless unfolding of the flowers, when God shall take the altars 
of pain and the beds of sacrifice out of human life, when human 
tears are of yesterday and human needs are all written in the 
book of life. In a' word when love and hate, hope and fear, life 
and death are old fashioned, then it will be time to consider the 
teachings of the Bible, old fashioned and out of date, but not 
till then. Let us preach the old, old story. 

Then in the third place notice the effect upon their work. 
They turned the world upside down, they began to realize what 
Christ meant when he said, “Verily, verily I say unto you, the 
works that I do, ye shall do also and greater works than these 
shall ye do, because I go unto my father.’’ How can these men 
do greater works than their Master? The master may naturally 
be expected to excel the servant, the teacher the scholar, the 
leader the follower, the reverse was the design in the Christian 
dispensation. Salvation had not yet been accomplished. Calvary 
was in the near future. It was as if George Washington had 
called his cabinet about him and said, “Gentlemen, here are the 
principles for which I fought and sacrificed, take them, teach 
them to your children; you think I have performed a great work, 
you will do greater and who, in the light of American history. 
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has any doubt as to his meaning? The author of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews best explains these greater works, when he writes 
of the great salvation that it “was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard God also bearing witness with them, both by signs 
and wonders and by manifold powers and by gifts of the Spirit 
according to His own will.” The few who were spiritually blessed 
by the ministry of Jesus were but the first fruits of a great harvest 
reaped in the ministry of his apostles, and in order to realize 
these greater works, it is necessary to take a survey of the history 
of Christendom. And we too are partners in this great service: 
It is true we may feel our weakness and do our work imperfectly, 
but the Christ has promised to be with us and to help us complete 
our task. Canon Wilberforce tells this of the artist Herkomer, 
,*the great English portrait painter. Herkomer had an old father 
with him in his splendid palace. In his early life his father used 
to model in clay, but in his old age his great fear was that his 
work would show imperfections. It was his one great sorrow 
as he retired to rest at night that he had lost his cunning in his 
art. Knowing this, his talented son went into his father’s studio 
after he was asleep and took up the tools and made his father’s 
feeble attempts as beautiful as art could make them. When the 
old man came down in the morning and looked at his work, he 
used to rub his hands in perfect delight and exclaim, “Ah, I can 
do the work as well as ever I did. See, the work speaks for itself.” 
In the same way the Spirit of God will make up for your defects. 

Rev. J. P. Brown pronounced the benediction, and the 
Convention adjourned until 2.30 P. M. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON 

The Convention reassembled at 2.30 p. m. President 
Nicholson in the chair. 

Singing, “Onward, Christian Soldiers.” Rev. C. F. 
Rideout led the devotional service. 

Rev. Howard Wayne Smith of Philadelphia, represent- 
ing the Northern Baptist Convention, delivered a stirring 
address on “The Vision of Victory. ” 

In every part of the world stand monuments marking the 
spot where some great victory is gained. I want to call you, in 
the name of Baptist denomination, to get a clear view of the 
victories that are to be. Standing on the boundary between two 
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nations of Europe is a cross and Christ hanging dead upon it. 
It is not to put an image of a dead Christ between the nations 
that is our task, but to put the living Christ into the hearts of 
men and women all over the earth. When this is done, victory 
will be ours. 

We have a long battle line. The left wing faces Europe torn 
as it is by war, — Europe needing the ministration of Christ as 
never before. By and by they will need our spiritual help. Our 
right wing is in Asia and Africa and the islands of the sea. The 
center of our line is in the United States. 

In Europe there is the destruction of civilization; in Japan 
there is culture, but not Christianity. In our own land we face 
the problem of the foreign-born. What are we to do with all 
who are coming to us? We have other problems. The industrial, 
the proper observance of the Sabbath, the problem of our young 
people. They have colleges and universities for intellectual 
training, but will they be Christian? Beyond all that we can 
see, however, there awaits for us a great victory. 

Hearken to the Master, “All power is given unto me.” That 
is the pledge of our victory. There is reason why we should be 
hopeful, because we of the Baptist denomination have come to 
understand a fresh unity. We have always stood for the unity 
of spirit in the bonds of peace. But we have learned another 
unity in our life; we have learned that in oUr endeavor for the 
bringing in of the kingdom we can stand together. We do not 
need to think, one simply of the foreign field, another of the home 
field. We have come to the place where you can find a man 
interested in all kinds of missionary work. I am here to represent 
the three great societies, and the two women’s societies. 

We are now doing things in a united way, — the Every-Member 
Canvass, — the Duplex-Envelope. In other lands there are medical 
workers, educational workers, the evangelistic, and the trained 
workers from the fields. In our own land we have schools, settle- 
ments in the cities, — our foreign workers, our colporters, and 
the cars on the railroads, and boats on the Pacific. What will 
be the end? Such a triumph of truth that the vision of victory 
will be realized. 

Now we go to the higher realm. Can men be made over 
again, without a spiritual agency? We need to be much in prayer 
over these things so that we shall lay hold upon the throne of 
power. There can be no victory in Connecticut unless we learn 
how to pray. We need be on our faces before God and wait until 
he gives us the victory. 


Singing, ‘The Son of God goes forth to war.’' 
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Rev. Frederick Lent, Ph.D., presented the report of 
the Apportionment Committee. 

REPORT OF THE APPORTIONMENT COMMITTEE 

Carrying out the instructions of the Convention, the Appor- 
tionment Committee have made a canvass of all the churches of 
the State. The churches were divided into fifteen groups, and 
each group put in charge of a captain, whose wprk was to see 
the pastors or officers personally. A letter was sent to each 
church explaining the situation and the purpose of the Con- 
vention, and each one was asked to send in a pledge for the 
amount which it will contribute during the coming year. The 
response has been good. 

One hundred and one churches have pledged $7,380.50. 

These churches gave last year $6,004.69. 

The increase is $1,375.81, or 23 per cent. 

Seventeen of these churches which have pledged for the 
coming year gave nothing last year. These new pledges are just 
so much gain. . 

There are still fifty-two churches from which no pledge has 
yet been received. Twenty of these gave nothing last year, and 
may not do any more this year. But the other thirty-two from 
which no pledge has yet come gave last year $814.07, and we 
believe will do fully as much this year. It would appear there- 
fore that we are assured of $8,200 in gifts from the churches for 
the coming year, and the Board can go ahead and conduct the 
work on this basis. 

We consider the returns as very gratifying, considering that 
the method of making every member canvass of churches in 
our Convention is entirely new, and that, moreover, this first 
attempt has been made in a year of great business depression. 
Your committee believes the method is a sound one, and recom- 
mend that it be continued. To all the men, who acted as captains 
of groups, we give our cordial thanks.

' Voted, That report be accepted and that the recom- 
mendation be adopted. President Nicholson spoke on 
“Our Present Problems,” presenting the financial condi- 
tions of the Convention. The subject was further dis- 
cussed by Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., Rev. F. Lent, Ph.D., 
Rev. J. W. Hoag, Rev. George W. Nicholson, Rev. J. A. 
Elder, Rev. J. R. Stubbert, Rev. C. R. McNally. 

Rev. H. J. White, D.D., told of the beginning of the 
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Russian work in the First Baptist Church, and introduced 
Rev. John Daviduk, the young Russian, who has_ been 
engaged in this work. Twenty-two little Italian children 
sang in English, “I think when I read that sweet story.” 
Rev. L. F. Requa, Jr., told of the Italian work in South- 
ington and Bristol, and the Rev. J. B. Slocum, D.D., gave 
an interesting account of the Italian work begun in the 
Central Baptist Church of Norwich. 

An offering was received, amounting to $19.01.^ 

Rev. George W. Nicholson pronounced the benediction 
and the Convention adjourned until 7.30 p. m. 


TUESDAY EVENING 

At 7 p. m. Henry E. Bonander, organist of the First 
Baptist Church, gave an organ recital. 

As President Nicholson could not be present. Rev. 

A. B. Coats called the Convention to order at 7.30 p. m. 

An organ prelude was followed by an anthem, “The 
Lord is my Rock,” by the quartet of the church. 

Rev. H. B. Sloat, the Second Vice President, at this 
point presided over the meeting. 

Rev. H. M. Thompson, D.D., led in prayer. 

Mr. F. A. Shipman favored us with a bass solo, “Send 
out thy Light.” 

Rev. L. H. Koehler presented the report of Bible , 
School Committee. 

REPORT OF BIBLE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

To the Hartford Convention, October 19-21, 1914. 

Dear Bretheren: 

Your Committee has performed various pieces of definite 
work during the year and calls your attention to the following: 

1. An unusually successful denominational conference was 
held at Norwich in connection with the State Sunday School Con- 
vention. A prepared program had been distributed to all the 
schools and more than one hundred workers were in attendance 
upon this conference. It was their opinion that another series 
of state-wide institutes should be held during the year. 
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2. The next task was to send a communication to all pastors 
and superintendents urging them to adopt and promote the 
“Standard of Excellence” for our schools as adopted at Detroit. 
A folder containing chart of the standing of our State on this 
Standard, with helpful notes, was enclosed. These folders were 
also distributed widely during the spring institutes. 

3. The third task was to follow out the wishes of the 
Baptists at Norwich and to conduct a series of eight institutes at 
the following centres: Stonington, Torrington, New London, 
Waterbury, Deep River, Ansonia, Branford and Wallingford. Each 
institute was composed of two sessions, and the Young People’s 
Department of the State Convention assisted during the evening 
session. It is not too much to say that the standard of work 
has been measurably raised by these institutes. The education 
of our workers and the adoption of tried methods is bound to 
tell in the future among our churches. 

4. Another feature of our work has been that of addressing 
“Associational” gatherings, also school workers in local churches, 
and to assist by correspondence those fields and schools awakened 
by such means. 

In conclusion we would urge that the attention of this Con- 
vention, and of pastors and superintendents of our churches, be 
given to two recommendations of the Commission of Religious 
and Moral Education of the Northern Baptist Convention: 

1. That every Baptist Church be urged to appoint a com- 
mittee on Religious Education with authority to co-ordinate all 
the educational work of the various church groups, eliminating 
overlapping efforts and supplying deficiencies. 

2. That each State Convention create a department or com- 
mittee of religious education to co-operate with the Commission 
and the American Baptist Publication Society, and that these 
State Committees be gathered into a Worker’s Conference at the 
time of the National Baptist Convention each year.

Rev. H. M. Thompson, D.D., Chairman of the Committee on 
“State of Religion in the Churches,” gave a general survey of 
conditions in the State. We have in our State 1,114,756 souls, 
and to meet our portion of the work and our responsibility we 
have 155 organized churches and a nominal membership of 
26,718. We are not poor financially, for we have a property 
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worth $2,467,000 free from debt. We raised for all purposes 
last year upwards of $338,000, of which $58,000 was for 
benevolences. Speaking particularly of work in the Hartford 
Association, Dr. Thompson said: “We have thirty-one churches. 
The Association feels the importance of the State Convention 
work, for we have nine churches that receive aid from the Con- 
vention, — to the amount of $756 for the American churches and 
for missions and churches for foreigners, $685.” 

“There were in the churches of the Association 161 baptisms, 
sixty-eight less than last year. None of the churches have had 
distinctly evangelistic services. The Olivet Church of Hartford 
has a new house of worship. It has been built through the 
united effort of the people of that church, — the City Union, and 
the State Convention. The South Church of Hartford has just 
completed repairs at the cost of $5,000. The First Church of 
Hartford shows the value of team work; it is reaching the 
Italians, Russians and the Jews.” 

Dr. Thompson then announced that the various mem- 
bers of the Committee would each report for this par- 
ticular part of the State. 

Rev. J. B. Slocum, D.D., reported conditions in 
the Ashford, Stonington Union and New London Asso- 
ciations. 

The three Associations assigned to me are the Ashford, the 
Stonington Union and the New London — an aggregate of sixty 
churches, with a total membership this year of 8,549; eighty- 
eight members less than last year. The total additions of these 
sixty churches this years were two hundred and seventy-three; 
ninety-four less than last year. The baptisms this year were one 
hundred and eighty; fifty-eight less than last year. Just about 
half of the churches in each of these Associations report this 
year no baptisms. 

The Ashford Association, with seventeen churches and an 
aggregate membership this year of 1,948, reports forty-nine addi- 
tions, twenty-nine of whom came by baptism. This Association 
reported last year two hundred and eighty-one total additions 
with a net gain of two hundred and seventeen members. But 
this year it regretfully reports a net loss of twenty-six members. 

The New London Association, with twenty-five churches and 
a total membership of 3,646, reports this year one hundred and 
thirty-two additions, eighty-four of them by baptism; forty-six 
less than last year, and a net loss of fifty-one members. But the 
net loss of this Association last year was one hundred and forty- 
two members. The State of Religion report at the last meeting 
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of the Association, prepared by Rev. J. A. Elder, brought out 
some interesting facts: That the membership of the Association 
has changed not very considerably in forty years, ranging from 
4,168 in 1874 to 3,646 in 1914; that the record of baptisms, 
however, shows great variations from year to year. For example 
236 in 1874, only 52 in 1875; 155 in 1879, only 41, and 33 in 
the next two year, respectively; that in 18 94 there were 319 
baptisms (the largest number in forty years); that 16 of the 25 
churches have from only one to 25 male resident members, and 
only two churches have over 100 male resident members; that 
some of the churches are practically surrounded by a foreign 
population; that the past year seems to have been an average 
year, when the whole period of forty years is considered. 

The Stonington Union, with a membership of 2,955 this year, 
reports a total of ninety-two additions, sixty-seven of them by 
baptism. Exactly the same number as last year, with a net loss 
of twelve members. Last year there was a net gain of three 
members in this Association. 

So much for figures. They are sometimes significant, but 
sometimes, when we understand all the conditions, between the 
lines, they are insignificant. Running through the reports of 
these sixty churches this year, there is a strain of optimism 
mixed with the less favorable comments. There are the cus- 
tomary hopes and fears, satisfactions and regrets. Perhaps the 
most encouraging thing is that a large number of these churches- — • 
possibly all of them, — realize and express their poverty of spirit. 
There is a special beatitude for all such, and it is nothing short 
of the realization of the Kingdom of God. 

Rev. A. H. Boutwell spoke of conditions in the Fair- 
field Association. 

Those who have not lived in Fairfield county cannot appre- 
ciate the extent to which it is dominated by the metropolis. And 
the metropolitan spirit is hostile to religious endeavor. This 
hostility, however, betokens the presence of an uncommon oppor- 
tunity, for where there are adversaries there is a great and an 
open door. 

The alien influx is a reality to us since we receive the first 
shock of its billows. The interest of our people in missions and 
in the foreign work of the State Convention may be due to the 
proximity of the problem. Fairfield county is one of the most 
inviting of missionary fields. 

Increased emphasis is being placed on religious education. 
An examination of the enrollment of our Sunday Schools shows 
that in the last ten years there has been no appreciable gain in 
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tlie number of pupils. And this in a territory where the schools 
of other denominations have been growing. To be sure, some 
of our schools have to compete with others which have the attrac- 
tions of parish houses and recreation halls. It is possible, on the 
other hand, that other schools have surpassed ours in numbers, 
because they have excelled us in efficiency. While the schools 
of other churches have been adopting the graded methods, our 
own schools have clung in general to old ways. Training classes 
for teachers and for missionary instruction are gaining in favor. 

For the first time in a number of years practically all our 
churches are provided with leaders. New men have came to us, 
from whom we expect great things. Our country churches, as 
a whole, are live organizations, and by patient continuance they 
report now and then a group of young people claimed for Christ. 
All of our country fields are becoming more important. 

More baptisms were reported this year than last. The 
churches in Bridgeport, for whatever reason, appear to have 
more than their proportion of new converts. The results have 
evidently been secured by pastoral evangelism and personal 
work since no special evangelistic services are reported. 

The Associational Gathering was distinguished by a militant 
spirit such as we have not noted in some years. 

Some of our people by reason of reverses are discouraged. 
As one who has been the pastor of three churches in the county, 
I believe that the first need of many of the servants of Jesus in 
this field is the spirit of confidence. Confidence in the mission 
of baptists and confidence in the efficacy of the Gospel. 

This confidence is the trait and the strength of those wffio 
are close to Christ. Sure of Him we are sure of victory. 

Rev. H. B. Sloat described conditions in the New 
Haven Association. 

This section of your committee’s report has to do with the 
State of Religion in the churches of the New Haven Association. 
To get a clear cut and well-defined estimate on such a situation 
is no easy task. 

Looking over the field, herein designated, to ascertain, the 
spirit, devotion and success with which our Christian forces 
have been battling for the right, one discovers a somewhat irregu- 
lar firing-line. At many points there has been a marked advance, 
as shown by the position of our forces; at other points, certain 
of our forces, strongly entrenched, have been waging a mag- 
nificent, defensive campaign; while at the remaining points on 
the line of action, some of our forces have been forced to give 
ground. On the whole, we feel that the situation is most en- 
couraging. 
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The past year, with one exception, has witnessed the largest 
number of recruits, added to our ranks by baptisms, of any single 
year, in the last decade. While this fact does not tell the whole 
story, yet it indicates a large measure of spiritual vitality in our 
churches. '' 

It is well to remember that notwithstanding the financial, 
industrial and we may now say, international unrest, upheaval 
and consequent uncertainty of the year now closing, the men and 
women of our churches have displayed a moral heroism, self- 
sacrifice and devotion almost without a parallel in our past 
history. 

Prom the associational letters, conversations with individual 
members in our churches, and our own personal observations, 
we feel, that there is, at the present moment, a strong deter- 
mination on the part of our churches to adapt their ministry to 
the needs of their respective communities, that there is a deep 
seated and manifest heart-hunger for God that is going to result 
in enlarged vision, the consecration of the whole personality, and 
thereby a consuming passion, for an efficient service, for the 
Master and men in the coming year. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 

The choir rendered an anthem, “Sing unto God.” 

The address of the evening was by Rev.' Allyn K. 
Foster, D.D., of Worcester, Mass. 

It is a reasonable optimism to believe that this is the best 
day in the world’s history. It is a magnificent thing to be a 
Christian; it is regal to be a preacher. There are three great 
facts which may be asserted with confidence. 1. The gospel 
of Jesus Christ is more vital and compelling today than ever 
before. If some question, because of changes in theology, we 
are to remember there is a difference between the gospel itself 
and confused ideas about the gospel, — between theology and 
religion per se. Nature has not changed because we have changed 
our view of the solar system. We need to realize our resources 
in the gospel. Social ideals are good, but it is only a man who is 
vitalized by the gospel truth who can bring man or groups of 
men to the feet of Jesus. 

2. The church is still the body of which Christ is the head. 
The church has shown its power and resource by taking an oppos- 
ing science and a sometimes rational criticism and subordinating 
them to her own high purposes. 3. The church has an eternal 
source of power. More and more we are coming to this resource, 
— more and more to the person of Jesus for our program and for 
our dynamic. 
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An offering was received, amounting to $32.81. 
Voted, to adjourn. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 

President Nicholson called the Convention to order 
at 2.30 p. m.. After singing, “How Firm a Foundation,” 
Rev. H. F. Adams led the devotional service. 

Rev. J. G. Ward presented the report of the Obituary 
Committee. • 

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES 

As we gather in the Annual Convention we find each year 
that the Master has called to higher service some who have 
labored earnestly for Christ in the State; we miss them, but 
believe their happiness has been increased by being brought into 
the immediate presence of him whom they have loved so well. 

Rev. George Marvin Stone, D.D. 

The first to receive the summons after the last Convention 
was Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D. He was born at Strongsville, Ohio, 
December 10, 1834, and died in Hartford, December 7, 1913. 
He prepared for college at Williston Seminary, and graduated 
from Madison College (now Colgate University) in 1858. He 
was engaged for a time after his graduation in newspaper work, 
but gave it up for the work of the ministry. 

After a course in the Hamilton Theological Seminary he was 
called to the Baptist Church in Danbury, where he was ordained 
in 18 60, continuing his work until failing health compelled him 
to resign. For about two years he was pastor at Winona, Minn. 
From 1870-73 at the Jefferson Street Baptist Church in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and while there received his degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from the Chicago University. Prom 1873-79 he was 
pastor at Tarrytown, N. Y., and from June 1, 187 9, to April 30, 
1908, at the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church, Hartford, and con- 
tinued in service as pastor emeritus until within two weeks of 
his death. 

For many years he was on the Board of Trustees of the 
Convention, President, and later Honorary President of the 
Education Society, and represented the State on the Board of 
the Ministers’ Home. He travelled widely, lectured in many 
parts of the State, and wrote much for the press. In all our 
Conventions and Associations his presence was a benediction. 
His last pastorate of twenty-nine years was remarkable for its 
fidelity and efficiency. 
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The following words are from Dr. Fennell’s address at the 
funeral: “There was a peculiar quality in the personality of 
Dr. Stone that deeply impressed us all. Many have wished that 
they might have his inward joy, his calm of soul, his self- 
possession, his assurance of faith, his sense of personal fellow- 
ship with God. There was an ‘other-worldliness’ about him that 
went beyond our vision, yet it was not of the impractical type; 
there was the most vital interest in the affairs of this world. He 
kept in touch with the political and social movements of all 
nations; he had the keenest interest in men and hooks; there 
was a warm sympathy with business men in the hard grind of 
competition; he carried in his heart the burden of the world’s 
woe,— among the poor, the unfortunate, and the wrongdoing, 
and he was always giving them substantial encouragement. While 
he lived such a spiritual life, he was a man of keenest human 
interest, and was the more human in his sympathies because he 
was spiritual.” 


Rev. William D. Mackiimon 

Rev. W. D. Mackinnon was born in Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, 
in 1856, and was educated in his own town. At nineteen he was 
converted and united with the Baptist Church in that place. 
He early felt called upon to enter the ministry, but there seemed 
no way. In 188 6 the question of entering the ministry again 
came to him, and this time he was urged on and aided by the 
Jamaica Plains Church, of which he was then a member. He 
graduated from Newton Seminary in 1892. He afterward held 
pastorates in Sutton, Mass., where he was ordained, Nashua, 
N. H., Jamestown, R. I., Worcester, Mass., and in 1908 became 
the pastor of the Baptist Church in Branford, continuing his 
work until January 1, 1913, when he resigned that he might take 
up work in Idaho.. He served two churches there, but returned 
Bast, on account of his wife’s health, in December, 1913, and 
supplied the church at Weston, Vt., until the time of his death, 
February 28, 1914. While not a college man, he was a diligent 
student, and an earnest worker in every good • cause. During 
his pastorate at Branford his work as a probation officer brought 
him in close touch with unfortunate humanity, and greatly in- 
creased his opportunity for service. He was a faithful and con- 
scientious pastor and preacher. 

Rev. Richard Otis Sherwood 

After being laid aside from active service for about three 
years Rev. R. O. Sherwood of Attleboro, Mass., passed away 
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March 6, 1914. Mr. Sherwood was born in Ridgefield, Conn., 
September 3, 1854, and was graduated from Brown University 
in 1883 and from Newton Seminary in 188 6. 

His pastorates were at North Abington and Adams, Mass.; 
at South Norwalk, Conn., and at the First Church, Somerville, 
and Attleboro, Mass. He was a man of gentle and lovable dis- 
position, highly esteemed in all the circles in which he moved. 
He was active in many public and denominational directions; he 
did much voluntary service for the Massachusetts Missionary 
Society, and the State Sunday School Association. During the 
period of his helplessness he bore his sufferings with that cheer- 
fulness which was one of his marked characteristics. 

Rev. John liittredge Whefeler, D.D. 

Rev. J. K. Wheeler was called home May 5, 1914. He was 
a graduate of the old University of Chicago in the class of 1876, 
and of Morgan Park Seminary in 1879. His pastorates were, 
the First Church, Austin, the First Church, Marengo, 111., the 
First Church, Terre Haute, Ind., South Church, Hartford, Conn., 
Fourth Church, Chicago, 111., and the North Church, Camden, 
N. J. After resigning his Camden pastorate Dr. Wheeler removed 
to Southern California, where he resided until his death. He 
preached almost continuously in California, but did not take a 
pastorate. His work in Hartford was from October, 1885, to 
1893. He was a good minister of Jesus Christ, deeply spiritual, 
and earnestly evangelistic. The churches he served always grew 
in numerical strength and spiritual vitality. His ministry was 
often blessed with large revivals of religion. During one season 
in Chicago 150 persons were received into the church, and at 
Camden an equally gracious experience was enjoyed. He always 
magnified the work of the Holy Spirit. 


Rev. Robert M. Martin. 

Rev. R. M. Martin was born in Duntocher, Scotland, Decem- 
ber 16, 1849, and died in a private hospital July 14, 1914. He 
was a patient in the Salem Hospital when it was burned June 25, 
1914, and his wife was ill at their home which was burned the 
same day. Doubtless these things hastened his death. 

He was graduated from Brown University in 1873, taught 
a year at Peddie Institute before entering Rochester Seminary, 
from which he was graduated in 1877. He was ordained at Mum- 
ford, N. Y., August 30, 1877, and held pastorates in Mumford, 
N. Y., Deep River, Conn., Orange, N. J., New York city, Amenia, 
N. Y., Providence, R. I., and Salem, Mass., beside serving as 
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acting pastor in several other churches. His pastorate in Deep 
River was from 1879-81. For the past few years he has been 
engaged in the life insurance business. 

Rev/ Darius F. Lamson , 

Rev. D. P. Lamson was born in Weston, Mass., December 7, 
1832, and died at Newton, Mass., July 14, 1914. 

He was graduated at Brown University and Newton Semi- 
nary, and ordained at Littleton, Mass., July 25, 1858. His pas- 
torates were at Littleton, Ashland, Northboro, Worcester and 
Manchester, Mass. Prom 1882-9 6 he was a missionary in Hart- 
ford, Conn.; he taught in Boydton Institute, Virginia, 18 9 6-99, 
in the Boston Evangelical Institute, Revere, Mass., 1901-04, and 
in the Gordon Missionary Training School from 19 04-08. He 
wrote many articles for the Watchman, and other religious 
periodicals. He was scholarly, and of literary taste. He was of 
gentle disposition, and of eminent spiritual and devotional 
character. 


Rev. William Clarke Martin, Lift. D. 

Rev. W. C. Martin was born at Heightstown, N. J., Decem- 
ber 2 5, 18 64, and died at his farm at Rialto, Pla., August 3 0, 
1914. He was ordained at the Grace Church, Camden, N. J., 
March, 18 91, and held that pastorate until 18 94; he graduated 
from Crozer Seminary June 10, 1891. His second pastorate was 
at Noank, Conn., 1894-00. During his pastorate he baptized 
220; 172 coming in one year. His other pastorates have been 
in Indiana, Somerville, Mass., and Port Myers, Pla. His change 
to Florida was made two years ago on account of health; it had 
seemed to prove a benefit until a sudden attack of heart disease 
terminated in speedy death. He was a well-known composer of 
hymns, having written over 2,000 during his ministry. In recog- 
nition of his ability as a writer of^ sacred music, the University 
of Iowa conferred upon him the degree of Litt. D. 

Brief mention should be made of other workers. 

Deacon J. D. Eccleston, who died at Jewett City, February 
21, 1914, was a quiet, unassuming man, greatly beloved in church 
and school. 

C. C. Bissell was for many years organist at the Second Bap- 
tist Church of SufReld, and was prominent in the work of town 
and church. ^ 

Dr. M. M. Johnson was for many years a prominent physician 
and surgeon in Hartford. 
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Mrs. Rosa Clark, wife of Rev. Leonard Smith of Spring Hill, 
died September 2, 1914. 

Mrs. Susan M. Meech of Norwich loved the work of the 
missionaries, and left her home and furniture for the use of mis- 
sionaries in this country on furlough. 

Herbert E. Payne, son of Rev. J. W. Payne, greatly beloved 
in the Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, of which he was a 
member, went home July 7, 1914. 

Deacon Abial Stark of North Lyme was one who loved God’s 
Word and His house; in his prayers he wove together Scripture 
promises and petitions as few have ever done. 

Many others whose names are not here recorded have heard 
the summons, and now rest from their labors.

REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL SERVICE 

Hartford, Conn., October 21, 1914. 

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Dear Brethren; — Your Committee on Social Service beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

I. As to what your Committee has done during the past year. 

1. We have held three meetings of the entire Committee 
in Hartford. At one of these meetings Dr. Samuel Z. Batten 
outlined a plan of more efficient organization of our Committee. 

2. We arranged for Dr. Batten to speak at the following 
centers: Hartford South, New Haven Calvary, Bristol, Walling- 
ford, the Hartford Ministers’ Conference, Ashford Association at 
Putnam, Middletown, and also the Men’s Supper and Young 
People’s Rally held in connection with the present State Con- 
vention meetings. 

3. We have endeavored to secured consideration of Social 
Service at each of our Baptist Ministers’ Conferences^ 

4. We co-operated with the First Baptist Church men of 
Hartford in working up the Men’s Supper of last Wednesday

evening. About 2 00 men listened to the address of Dr. Batten 
on “Men and the Kingdom.” The songs of the Kingdom were 
sung with a zest that was inspiring. The men requested with 
enthusiasm that a similar supper be planned in connection with 
the Convention next fall. 

5. We furnished the bulk of the material for the June- 
July number of the Connecticut Baptist. We endeavored through 
the pastors to place this in the hands of the lay-leaders of men’s 
work in all the churches. The topics discussed in this paper 
suggest the lines of thought which we wish to stimulate among 
our men: 

The Church and the Community. 

Our Connecticut Baptist Brotherhood. 

The Brotherhood Standard. 

Men at Work for Men. 

Social Service and Evangelism. 

Social Service and Our Foreign Problem. 

Resurrecting Good Citizenship Committees. 

6. A more efficient organization of this Committee has been 
effected, whereby it will function as a commission with sub- 
committees, to whom, as a first task, definite problems may be 
assigned for careful and continuous study and investigation. 

7. We have secured a partial list of the lay-leaders of work 
for men, in our churches, together with their addresses. This 
list completed will be of great value to our work. 

8. In the course of the year’s work we have expended in 
carfare, postage, and telephoning. $8.62. We should be grateful 
if the Convention deemed it wise to reimburse us for this 
expenditure. 

II. Recommendations. 

1. As to the Standard of Efficiency., 

We commend the Standard of Efficiency for Baptist Churches 
as adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention. It was drafted 
by our denominational leaders after much prayer and delibera- 
tion. It places Social Service side by side with Evangelism, Mis- 
sionary Education, and Adequate Methods of Church Finance. 
Let us not leave out Social Service, as we deliberate upon this 
standard and seek to organize our churches to attain to it. Some 
splendid men will not listen to our evangelistic message of resur- 
rection and life eternal, if we do not manifest vital interest in 
the eternal values at stake in the moral issues of the present. 
Already, missionaries tell us, the edge of their Gospel message is 
blunted by our failure to apply Christian principles in a large 
way to American life. Let us emphasize the importance of Social 
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Service, if we hope to build up efficient Baptist churches in 
Connecticut. 

2. As to Literature. 

We recommend that Connecticut Baptists avail themselves 
of the help provided in the new Social Service literature that is 
being published by the American Baptist Publication Society. We 
hope th 9 ,t our men will study carefully with a view to action the 
report of the Social Service Commission to the Northern Baptist 
Convention at Boston. We would call especial attention to the 
pamphlet literature for free distribution: “Polder No. 4, The 
Social Program of the Local Church” and “Polder No. 5, The 
Temperance Situation a;nd the Churches’ Duty,” also numerous 
tracts for the aid of men in Brotherhood work, and in country 
churches. 

3. As to Alcoholism and the Saloon. 

Only eight other States in our entire nation allow the saloon 
so large a proportion of their territory as Connecticut. Today, 
when two-thirds of the territory of the United States has out- 
lawed the saloon, Connecticut continues to allow it about three- 
fourths of her territory. Christian church members, if duly 
informed, would wipe out this disgrace. 

We do therefore recommend a vigorous educational campaign 
against Alcoholism and the saloon throughout the year. We 
recommend the use of up-to-date posters, and the presentation 
to people inside and outside of our churches, of the results of 
recent scientific research with, regard to the curse of even 
moderate drinking. We recommend that our Sunday School 
leaders inaugurate vigorous pledge-signing campaigns. 

4. As to Our Duty Preceding the Pall Elections. 

The County Commissioners in our State, a large number of 
whom are to be elected by the next Legislature, control our 
entire system of licensed saloons and the welfare of the thousands 
of men in our jails and prisons. The liquor interests of the State 
are always alive to anything that affects the saloon business. 

We do therefore recommend that our men by quiet personal 
interview ascertain before election day the attitude of their can- 
didates for the next Legislature toward the County Commis- 
sionerships. It is our Christian duty to do what we can now to 
secure County Commissioners from whom we may have reason to 
expect a fair and wise administration. 

5. As to Gambling. 

We deplore the presence of gambling of all sorts. We 
recommend that a vigorous protest against this enticing vice be 
registered from every Baptist pulpit in the State; that our mem- 
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bers refuse to take any part in gambling schemes of any sort; 
that we do what we can to see the la’^ against gambling enforced, 
especially in pool rooms and other public places where young 
men resort. , 

6. As to Local Lock-ups. 

The conditions of the local lock-ups in Connecticut are 
reputed in general to be below any Christian standard of treat- 
ment for the unfortunates who find themselves under arrest. 
Jesus said, “Visit the prisoners.” He meant that we should have 
a care for them and take a- personal interest in them. We recom- 
mend acting upon our Lord’s suggestion in the interests of decent 
jails in our cities and towns. 

7. As to the Education of Our Children. 

Since so large a part of the education of our children is 
entrusted to the public schools, we would protest against our 
people leaving school matters to the will of incompetent politi- 
cians. We believe our v/omen should be encouraged to take the 
largest possible interest in these matters. We urge that we work 
to make our Sunday School an adequate supplement to the day 
school, so that we may truthfully claim for our children Chris- 
tian education, in which religion, worthily taught, may assume 
in the child’s mind the primacy which belongs to it. 

8. As to a Day for Rest and Worship. 

We would recommend that our people endorse the movement 
being inaugurated by the Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America to secure for every man one day in seven as a day for 
rest and worship; that we put ourselves on record as favoring any 
law that will best preserve the sanctity of our Christian Sunday. 

A Pinal Word. 

We would not have anyone infer that our whole social duty 
is covered in the above recommendations. Par from it. We 
simply make such suggestions as seem especially pertinent to us 
at this time. If anyone feels that we have omitted the very most 
crying need of his community, let him add it to our list and get 
to work at once to do all he can to meet it, calling upon our Social 
Service Committee for any assistance which it may be able to 
render.

REPORT OP HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 
The Hadlyme Baptist Church. 

Early in 18 00 there were in Hadlyme a few Baptists, scat- 
tered and without organization. They were occasionally visited 
by Revs. Matthew Bolles and Simeon Shailer, and their labors 
were blessed. The pastor of the North Lyme Church, six miles 
away, later held meetings there, apparently in school houses; 
some were led to Christ, and as early as April 12, 1828, at least 
twenty-one were baptized by the pastor at North Lyme or by the 
State Missionary, Rev. S. Shailer. 

August 11, 1827, Thomas Pilgrim and Dr. Asa M. Holt came 
to the Covenant meeting at North Lyme and requested that the 
members, in Hadlyme be constituted as a Branch of the North 
Lyme Church, and have the privilege of having the Lord’s Supper 
administered to them and also to receive members for baptism. 
A committee was appointed and met with the brethren in the 
house of Bro. Luther, and after examination it was felt expedient 
that the Church be constituted as a Branch and have the privilege 
of having the Lord’s Supper administered and of receiving mem- 
bers for baptism. 

April 12, 1828, Rev. Benjamin Goff was present at North 
Lyme and requested that a council be called to see if the members 
at Hadlyme might not be constituted a separate Church, if the 
council should “approbate.” They were given the privilege. 

April 29, 1828, the council met for the purpose of forming 
a Church at Hadlyme, and that month twenty-one members were 
dismissed from the North Lyme Church to form the new Church. 
Between this time and the Association seventeen others were 
received, making a total of thirty-eight members when they were 
received into the New London Association September 25, 1828. 

At what time the Ecclesiastical Society was organized there 
is no means of knowing; but January 19, 1850, the dwelling 
house, in which the Society records were kept, was burned and 
with it the records. It is probable that the Church records were 
also burned at the same time, as no trace of them can be found. 
The writer has a copy of the records of the Society from 1850 to 
1866, and it is from these and the Minutes of the Association that 
most of the history has been gathered. 

Rev. Benjamin Goff was the first pastor and continued his 
pastorate until 1834. During that time the numbers increased 
to sixty-one. It is probable that the meeting-house was built 
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during his pastorate, but there has been found no certain record. 
It stood on a knoll near the house now owned by Roswell Lewis, 
about one-fourth of a mile from the Congregational Church. Mr. 
Goff became their pastor for a year at a time on three later occa- 
sions — 1839, 1842, and 1847. 

In 183 6 Rev. William Smith was pastor for one year. Then 
until 1849 there was no pastor excepting the years that Mr. Goff 
was with them. Rev. S. Shailer supplied in '1844. These were 
trying times for the little church. For some cause there was a 
decline from 1832 until 1840, when the church was dissolved and 
the name dropped from the Minutes; but in 1842, upon request 
of the few remaining members, it was again received into the 
Association, and there was a council for the reorganization of 
the church. 

In 1843 they excluded their pastor. Rev. B. Goff, from the 
Baptist connection; the Minutes give no reason; Mr. Goff re- 
quested a council to see about the matter, and a council met. 
Later the church desired a council, but the North Lyme Church 
did not think it expedient to meet again. In some way the 
matter was settled so that Mr. Goff became their pastor once 
more. By this time the church was reduced to sixteen members, 
due largely to the dissensions among the members. 

In 1849 Rev. William Harris, or “Blind Billy,” as he was 
called, a licentiate from the Moodus Church, became the pastor, 
and during his three years of service, gathered in ten new mem- 
bers. Then another period of declension began. 

In 185 0 an Ecclesiastical Society was again formed and 
adopted a new constitution to take the place of the old one that 
was burned, and the clerk was instructed to form a list of such 
persons as he could recall as members of the former society. 
In 18 52 Revs. S. Shailer and William Bronson visited the church 
and reported it in a low condition, but advised keeping the name 
in -the Minutes. From 1854-5 6 the pulpit was supplied part of 
the time by Rev. T. Barber and occasionally by Bro. Russell, and 
six were added to the church. 

Rev. William Harris was recalled as pastor in 1856 and 
continued his labors until April, 1859, and five were added to 
the list. In 1857 the society committee was “permitted to re- 
move the pulpit and even the floor, and make new slips, and build 
a gallery, if they can do it, and not tax the society, and not injure 
the strength of the house.” 

The church at this time had very definite views about the 
separation of church and state; some desired to observe the Fast 
Day as recommended by the Governor, and some were sure it 
would not do; and because the meeting-house was opened for 
this service serious dissensions arose. That there might be no 
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further difficulty along this line Edgar Brockway was appointed 
“Key-keeper.” 

Immediately after the resignation of Rev. William Harris, 
Rev. J. C. Foster assumed the pastorate, and continued his ser- 
vices until the meeting-house was burned in 18 66 — probably in 
March. Eight were added during his pastorate. 

In 18 64 it was voted to “rent the slips and use the proceeds 
and such contributions as they might receive and pay Rev. J. C. 
Poster for the supply of the pulpit in the public meeting-house 
two dollars a Sabbath for as many Sabbaths as he can be paid in 
the said year.” 

The last entry in the society records was for January 27, 
18 66, when they appointed the officers as in previous years, and 
Rev. J. C. Foster was clerk. At this time there were forty-two 
names on their list. 

Some have felt that the dissensions in the church may have 
had something to do with the burning of the meeting-house. A 
resident of the town wrote, “I do not think the meeting-house 
burned from spontaneous combustion.” But, whatever the cause, 
it resulted in scattering the members. In 18 67 the Association 
appointed a committee of three ministers to visit and report. 
They reported: “The church has virtually ceased to exist, and 
the condition of things where it once stood is deplorable.” Of 
necessity the name was dropped from the Minutes, and has never 
been restored. 

The Preston Baptist Church. 

The history of this church is pretty well buried in the dust 
of years. In the community of which it Vi^as once a part, even its 
memory has become extinct. 

If that line in Backus’ History of the Baptists which states 
that “The Preston Church was founded in 178 6 and in 17 95 had 
a membership of sixty,” refers to this church and not to the 
Preston and Canterbury, which we know was founded in 178 6. It 
is the only record known of its early history. 

The Preston Church was located in the eastern part of the 
parish of North Preston, now known as the town of Griswold. In 
this parish a measure of religious liberty far in advance of the 
times had long existed. 

As early as 1773 the principle of ministerial support by 
voluntary contributions was here established; and while Baptists 
were not encouraged they were kindly tolerated. 

In these days Baptist principles began to impress the mem- 
bers of the parish church, and there v;ere .those who became so 
dissatisfied with their baptism in infancy and its form that they 
felt impelled for conscience’s sake to follow the way of the 
Baptists.

Tlie pastor of the parish church. Rev. Levi Hart, endeavored 
to “enlighten their ignorance and strengthen their weakness,” as 
he termed it; but, failing, urged them to follow their conscience. 
One who excused himself for absence from the Lord’s table be- 
cause he felt the Baptists were nearer right than his own church 
was asked why he did not join himself to a church of that profes- 
sion if his words v/ere sincere, and warned not to trifle with the 
precious institutions of the Gospel; but no attempt at church 
organization at this time is recorded. 

Soon after the close of the War of the Revolution it began 
to be noised about that, owing to financial difficulties, it would 
be necessary for the support of the parish church to go back to 
taxation; and in 178 6 it is quite probable that the Baptists of 
this vicinity established two churches — one the Preston and Can- 
terbury Church, which held to mixed communion, and the other 
the Preston Church, after the regular order. Into the circle of 
the Baptists in the eastern part of the parish came that same 
year as a resident land owner Elder Gershom Palmer. The next 
year both he and his son. Elder Reuben Palmer, who soon became 
and continued for many years pastor of the Montville Baptist 
Church, and a goodly number of other Baptists filed certificates in 
the North Preston Society, according to law, as members of 
Baptist churches. 

About the year 1801 Thomas Goddard, a merchant and 
much beloved citizen of Newport, R. 1., bought and settled on 
a farm in North Preston among these Baptists. Under the influ- 
ence of this environment it seems probable that he became estab- 
lished in the things of God, and being a man of gifts, in due time 
was ordained to the Gospel ministry and settled as pastor over 
the Preston Church. This church, consisting of twenty-live mem- 
bers, Rev. Thomas Goddard, pastor, joined in 18 05 the Groton 
Union Conference, according to the Minutes of that organization 
for that year. Elder Goddard died in 1807 or 1808, and there is 
no record that the church ever chose another pastor. After 
Elder Goddard’s death the leading man in the church was Amos 
Treat. Amos Treat was a man of much ability. He was a 
pioneer in the manufacture of cotton, first in Jewett City and 
afterwards in Voluntown, where he made his residence and con- 
ducted a general store. He was the brother of James Treat, who 
was prominent in the Baptist churches both of Preston City and 
Voluntown. 

The Preston Church continued to report as a member of the 
Groton Union Conference until that organization became merged 
in the Stonington Union and New London Associations in 1817. 
In 1818 this church is set down as a member of the Stonington 
Union Association as the Griswold Church, Amos Treat delegate. 
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and is credited with a membership of thirty-two. Here the record 
ends. 

Amos Treat was evidently a man of much importance in the 
Groton Union Conference, and, although a layman, was appointed 
to write its circular letter in 1816. This document is still extant 
and is strictly and intensely devoted to close communion. 

The Preston Church, as far as is known, never owned a 
house of worship, but met in school houses and private houses. 
All its records show the names of only three members — Thomas 
Goddard, Amos Treat and Daniel P. Stanton. Prom all sources 
but a half dozen names are known. One of these, the mother of 
William Howard Doane, was accepted for baptism at a meeting 
of the church, held at the house of Amos Treat, when she Avas 
but a child of eight years. 

Among the descendants of Elder Goddard who are with 
us today are the venerable Deacon Giles Potter and his son, Hev. 
E. W. Potter. So we get glimpses of the value of this extinct 
church to the Kingdom of God.

REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved, That we return our very hearty thanks to the 
Pastor and members of the Pirst Baptist Church and to their 
fellow Baptists of Hartford for their generous hospitality, and 
for the abundant provision they have made for our personal com- 
fort and the convenience and efficiency of our various meetings. 
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also to the organist and choir for their beautiful and inspiring 
leadership in the worship of song. 

That the oneness of our common task within the State, 
regardless of the organizations now affiliated with the Conven- 
tion, should be more clearly realized. To this end the State Con- 
vention meetings should bear a similar relationship to the 
churches of the State as does the N. B. C. to the Baptists of the 
North and that all of our denominational interests, thus unified 
should serve together as they face the trying changing conditions 
of their ministry. For the furtherance of this spirit of oneness 
a committee on unity of theme and program is hereby authorized 
to effect in every possible way a proportioned comprehensive 
climactic presentation of their work at our annual gatherings. 

Resolved, That the time has already arrived when Con- 
necticut should be considered a mission field of which the 
difficulties and advantages render it worthy of the support of the 
churches, on an equal scale with that given to foreign or home 
work. We can no longer say that one branch of our missionary 
work is more needy or more deserving than any other. The mis- 
sionary enterprise is one. We therefore recommend that the 
Convention through its officers request each church not to lessen 
the amount given to the foreign and home missionary societies, 
but to make the gifts for State work at least equal those for 
either foreign or home mission work. 

Resolved, That the fiscal year of the Convention shall end 
on the Saturday night preceding the Annual Meeting and that the 
Treasurer shall close the books at that time and report at the 
annual meeting accordingly. 

Resolved, That we request our pastors at some stated time 
to gather for prayer and spiritual preparation looking to an 
unusual blessing on our churches; and that the Missionary Com- 
mittees from the six Associations be asked to make such arrange- 
ments at once. 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves individually and as 
churches to pray earnestly that peace may soon be restored in 
Europe; that in the divine ordering even this war may serve to 
advance the Kingdom of God; and further, that all nations, 
including our own, may soon come to a sympathetic understanding 
of the teachings of Christ in regard to human brotherhood and 
the application of those teachings to international relationships. 

Whereas we realize that the efficient control of the evil of 
intemperance is a problem of national, or even international 
scope, therefore 

I 

Resolved, That we, representing 25,000 Baptists of Con- 
necticut, strongly endorse the ‘resolution now before Congress to 
prohibit by constitutional amendment the manufacture, importa- 
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tion, and sale of intoxicating liquor, and that a copy of this 
resolution be sent to our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress and to those that shall be chosen at the coming election. 

And further that we urge that individuals and churches 
shall make known to their Congressmen in emphatic and un- 
mistakable manner our conviction in this regard. 

That we commend,, the Church Efficiency Program of the 
Northern Baptist Convention and urge upon the churches the 
adoption of its fourfold objective as a working program lor the 
year, thus giving an adequate, balanced emphasis upon evan- 
gelism, social service, missions and finance; and further we urge 
our churches to co-operate in the simultaneous every member 
canvass whenever and wherever such opportunity is afforded. 


Voted, That the report be accepted as a whole. 

With regard to the second resolution, Voted, That 
this committee shall be made up of the Program Com- 
mittee of all the Societies, whose meetings are held on 
our anniversaries.

Voted, That the President be instructed to appoint 
with power the same delegates to the Federation of 
Churches; whereupon he appointed as delegates Rev. H. 
M. Thompson, D.D., Rev. E. R. Hyde, Rev. J. R. Stubbert, 
Rev. David Klugh, D.D., Rev. H. J. White, D.D., Rev. 
R. D. Trick, Myrton T. Smith, W. J. Griffin. 

Rev. George F. Genung presented the report of the 
Committee on New Churches. The Swedish Baptist 
Church of Bristol has been a self-sustaining Baptist 
Church for five years, and has thirty-five members. They 
applied for admission some time ago ; now they ask recog- 
nition. The committee recommend that the church be 
recognized, and that Brother J. E. Klingberg be given 
the right hand of fellowship. 

Voted, That the report be accepted, and the recom- 
mendation be adopted. 

President Nicholson appointed Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., 
to extend to Brother Klingberg the right hand of fellow- 
ship, which he did.

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REPORT OF THE ENROLLMENT COMMITTEE 

The thorough manner in which the Registration Committee 
of the Entertaining Church has kept and classified the records 
has been of material assistance to your committee. While last 
year the number of credentials was far in excess of the actual 
number of delegates present this year, the number of delegates 
‘exceeds the number of credentials presented.

Only in one direction 
is amendment needed. Quite a number of the churches, especially 
among the colored churches fail to send in any reports at all. 
This is altogether wrong and ' gives rise to some unfortunate 
things. For instance, the reports of the churches show a gain in 
the number of members received over those dismissed of 218, 
but our total membership column is 432 less than the total mem- 
bership of last year. The discrepancy lies in the membership of 
the churches not reporting and which in consequence are not 
reckoned in the lists this year. Can we not next year have reports 
from every church?

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CHARTER 


Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, He^ekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed 
into, constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name 
of “ The Connecticut Baptist Education Society and by that name they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be 
capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all 
suits of whatever nature soever may have a common seal and the same 
alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to 
time elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may 
find necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional mem- 
bers; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of 
their officers and members; prescribe the mode of election and admis- 
sion of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meet- 
ings; the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws 
and regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hart- 
ford, on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I. This Society shall be known by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into 
the treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from 
churches and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representa- 
tion at the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxil- 
iary society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars 
annually, shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or 
more dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President 
two Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its 
recess, to control its funds and property, to examine and admit can- 
didates to the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting 
of the Society, they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, 
conduct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The 
Treasurer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and 
pay them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely 
hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property belonging 
to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly 
to said committee, and annually to the Society. The Auditor shall 
examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of the 
Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its 
first quarterly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of 
its own members, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, 
and other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided 
by their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning 
trust funds. 

, Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election 
of officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during 
the week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society 
must be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce 
a letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one called of God to the ministry. He must 
satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising 
usefulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily 
failing to enter the ministry, or fot sufficient cause being dropped 
from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, 
he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Con- 
stitution except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present, written notice of the proposed change 
having been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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NINETY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING

Hartford, Conn., October 21, 1914. 

The ninety-fifth annual meeting of the Education 
Society was held in the First Baptist Church, Hartford, 
at 9:30 a. m.. Rev. G. W. Nicholson, the President, in the 
chair. 

After singing. Rev. W. T. Aiken of Bridgeport led in 
prayer. 

President Nicholson spoke a few introductory words, 
reviewing the work of the year and emphasizing its im- 
portance. He paid a warm tribute to the late Dr. G. M. 
Stone, so long the Honorary President of the Society. 

The President announced the following committees : 

On Nomination — Rev. R. Maplesden, Rev. W. T. Aiken 
and Hon. E. A. Fuller. 

On Enrollment— Rev. E. W. Potter, Charles W. Davis, 
C. S. Carter, Loren Durner and Rev. D. Van Der Voet. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read by 
the Secretary. It was accepted and ordered filed and 
printed in the minutes. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Fred B. Bunnell 
of New Haven, his report was read by the Secretary as 
was the report of the Auditor, Mr. H. H. White. Both 
were accepted to be printed in the minutes. See all these 
reports later. 

In discussion of the reports. Rev. E. R. Hyde of 
Middletown presented a resolution that we request the 
Apportionment Committee to include the Education So- 
ciety in their apportionments of benevolence to the 
churches this coming year. It was carried. 

A duet was effectively rendered by Rev. C. K. Flanders 
and Mrs. E. L. Ashley. 

Rev. R. Maplesden, for the Nominating Committee, 
reported that they had brought in the list of officers that 
served us last year as nominations for the ensuing year. 
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It was voted that one ballot be cast for the entire list. 
There being no objection, this was carried and they were 
elected as follows : 

President — Rev. G. W. Nicholson, Bridgeport. 

First Vice President — Rev. E. R. Hyde, Middletown. 

Second Vice President — Prof. Douglas C. Macintosh, 
Ph.D., New Haven. 

Secretary — Rev. W. G. Fennell, D.D.'t' Hartford. 

Treasurer — Fred B. Bunnell, First National Bank, 
New Haven. 

Auditor — H. H. White, Hartford. 

Trustees — Rev. T. Edwin Brown, D.D., New Britain; 
John W. Lamb, A.M., Hartford; Hobart G. Truesdell, 
Suffield ; Rev. H. J. White, D.D., Hartford ; C. P. Gladding, 
Hartford. 

Rev. R. Maplesden, Financial Agent for Connecticut 
Literary Institute at Suffield, spoke for a few minutes on 
the excellent work done there and the recent financial 
success. 

Principal H. G. Truesdell of Suffield spoke on the 
service the school is rendering not only to boys who come 
from good homes and who have their way fully paid, but 
also for the boys who are homeless and who need to work. 
He could point with pride to boys who would make sacri- 
fices for moral principle ; who worked hard outside of 
school to pay their way. Some boys had spoken with 
feeling of what the school meant to them as a home, as 
a place of moral and religious instruction. On the study 
side they had the strongest faculty for years and they 
are maintaining the highest standard of scholarship. 

The speaker of the day was Rev. W. W. Weeks of 
Springfield, whose theme was “The Compelling Message.” 
He spoke as follows: 

The church was never stronger than now. The numerical 
strength and the wealth were never greater. More attractions 
are presented than ever before and yet the multitude does not 
come. Disciples are forever cleaning their nets; hut the best 
way to clean nets is to let down the nets. What the church needs 
is a compelling gospel; that means: (1) a message that appeals 
to the conscience. It must appeal to the deepest need in man; 
we are too much afraid of the strong words concerning sin and 
wrong which are so abundant in the Bible. (2) A compelling

message must appeal to the intelligence; the time has gone by 
for an unchallenged pulpit. The gospel of the Son of God is a 
most reasonable thing. We never had so much religious opinion 
as now; what we need is some religious conviction. Let us con- 
dense opinion into conviction as vapor condenses into steam, hot 
and harnessed. (3) A compelling message must appeal to the 
heart and awaken love. A man is not satisfied with the picture 
of his mother when the artist leaves out the wrinkles and the 
marks of her hard self-denying service. The gospel of Christ 
makes no strong appeal unless it bear the marks of the cross. 
(4) A compelling message must appeal to our ambition and 
awaken our enthusiasm. Not many men enlist until there is call 
for a real war. We need something to live for not to live on. 
Let us “Play up and play the game.” 

Rev. E. W. Potter, for the Enrollment Committee, re- 
ported thirty-eight annual members paying $1.00 each, 
two paying $2.00 each, three $1.00 each without name, 
unpaid pledges for $11 and a general collection for $15, 
a total of $71. 

After prayer and benediction the meeting adjourned.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

Your Executive Committee would submit the following 
report: 

The Board has met each quarter and faithfully looked after 
all the details of the work intrusted to their hands. We deeply 
miss the presence and counsel of Rev. George M. Stone, D.D., our 
Honorary President, who had served as friend and adviser, as 
member o.f'the Board and one time President of the Society. 
Looking back over our records, we find that he was elected a 
trustee in October, 1879, i. e. thirty-ffve years ago. Through all 
these years he gave a sincere devotion, a mature judgment and 
an unusual fidelity. His work was never perfunctory, never 
merely official; he served as one who had profound regard for 
the Christian ministry, — for its essential integrity and its per- 
petuity. 

The total number aided has been twenty-two, four more than 
last year. George L. Migkins, a colored brother from Norwich, 
graduated from the Seminary in Richmond after completing a 
full course and is now settled in the ministry. To one college 
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student we discontinued our aid, as we found he had been accepted 
by another Society, Two who entered upon the work with zeal 
found it too difflcult.and by advice withdrew before much expense 
had been incurred. Of the eighteen remaining, one has com- 
pleted his course at Brown and has entered Newton; one is in 
the Seminary at Chicago University; another is in college at Col- 
gate; Brown, Yale and Bates College have one each. There is 
one in Yale Seminary, We have two American boys in Suffleld. 

We have purposely limited one paragraph to the beneficiaries 
who will be able to speak in both American and foreign tongues. 
Of the twenty-two aided, twelve were of foreign parentage with 
knowledge of the language of the people they represent. Of the 
eighteen aided now, that can be said of eleven. Of these three are 
Italians in the school in Brooklyn. Another Italian, Mr. DeLuca, 
has left Yale to go to Suffield and begin his education on broader 
foundations. Mr. Huber has entered the Gordon School, able to 
speak in both English and German. Three are from Swedish 
families and will be able to preach in either language. Brother 
Zvara is a Hungarian preparing for work among his people. 
Brother Vachon can serve in French, if desired. This is a sig- 
nificant fact and one of great interest, when we consider the 
emphasis the Convention is placing upon work among our foreign 
population. It is seen how perfectly the Convention and the 
Education Society supplement each other. 

Another interesting item is the present interest taken by 
these beneficiaries in Christian work. We have taken pains this 
last year to discover how many of them were sufficiently devoted 
to the ministry, to take responsibility or at least to serve as they 
found time and opportunity. This does not mean that we en- 
courage steady service during their studies; we simply mean 
that if a man has the ministry in his heart, he will do -what he 
can in vacation season and in spare minutes during sqhool courses. 
The sum of replies received, shows a most gratifying interest 
and a large measure of work done now. Three have steady 
supplies with small churches and they are not allowing 
their studies to suffer. Five have done most efficient work as 
regular supplies during summer vacation. The rest are occupied 
Sundays with Bible School work, young people’s work or 
Y. M. C. A. 

During the year we sent an appeal to all the churches to 
take an offering for our work. A few more than usual responded, 
but the total is only thirty as compared with twenty-three one 
year ago, out of our one hundred and fifty churches. We asked 
whatever collection might be taken without apportioning a special 
amount. We are at loss to account for this neglect. If it be 
because the State thinks we have invested funds, it should be

remembered that we are constantly drawing upon these and com- 
paring four years ago with today we ha^e reduced our assets 
$1,000. This means $40 less interest a year. We can stand this 
for a while, but, if the churches, depending upon this fund, con- 
tinue to neglect this offering and allow the interests of the Educa- 
tion Society to fall out from our benevolence, it requires no great 
mathematician to figure out the time when we must begin to 
refuse aid to worthy men. 

The children of this world, says Jesus, are wiser, i. e. 
shrewder — -possessed of longer-headed plan — than the children 
of light. Here is a perfect illustration. Nations plan for the 
education of their youth; they plan for military defense; we give 
special emphasis to normal schools and to West Point Academies. 
The socialists are training up leaders. Here is the church es- 
pecially needing trained efficiency; we know this need will in- 
crease as the years go on. Let us re-emphasize once more Paul’s 
wise words: “These things commit thou to faithful men who 
shall teach others also.”

REPORT OP RECORDING SECRETARY 

State Organization of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society 

of Connecticut. 

In response to a general feeling of the need of a State organ- 
ization for home missions among the women, a meeting was 
called in connection with the Convention at the First Baptist 
Church, Meriden, October 15, 1913. 

At this meeting a preliminary Board was appointed, with 
power to perfect and make effective the organization of the Con- 
necticut Branch of the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society., 

This Board met in the afternoon of the same day and 
appointed the following committees: 
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Committee to draw up a constitution — Miss M. L. Howard, 
Mrs. H. M. Thompson, Mrs. C. F. R. Jenne. 

Committee to select officers — Mrs. W. T. Thayer, Mrs. C. S. 
Carter, Mrs. C. L. Cole. 

At a subsequent meeting of this preliminary Board, held at 
the home of Miss Howard in Hartford, November 18, 1913, at 
which nine women were present, a constitution was adopted, and 
the following officers elected: 

President — Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford. 

Vice President — Mrs. A. P. Ward, New Haven. 

Recording Secretary — Mrs. I. L. Spencer, Suffield. 
Corresponding Secretary and State Director — Mrs. G. F.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE DIRECTOR 

Your State Director can report but little wo^k done per- 
sonally by herself during the past year. Since the time of the 
State Convention, last year, the serious condition of her eyes 
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prevented all work with the pen, and she would have needed to 
resign her position at once, had it not been for the help given 
by our District Secretary, Miss Huston, who offered to do the 
necessary writing. Fortunately, the quota of Associational 
Directors was full and these Directors have kept up the work 
nobly. 

In the spring, after the formation of our new State Board, 
the Recording Secretary, Mrs. I. L. Spencer of Suffield, was of 
great assistance. 

To all these workers, who have been so kind and helpful, 
and of such great assistance during this time of need, I offer 
my most grateful thanks. 

Your Director could not bear to think of giving up her work 
just at the time of the formation of the State Board. It was 
the thing she had so longed and striven, and prayed for, and she 
is greatly rejoiced that it is now an accomplished fact. She feels 
that many burdens have been rolled from her shoulders, and 
that there is a strong, noble, band of women standing with her, 
ready to help, and to hold up her hands. 

In the early summer it was my privilege to call the Associa- 
tional Directors together, in three different places, — ^Norwich, New 
Haven and Hartford, two coming to each place, and spending an 
afternoon in conference together, talking over the work which 
needed to be done in each Association. 

At the fall meetings. Miss Schulman, — a converted Russian 
Jewish girl, just from our Chicago Training-School, soon to start 
for her field of work in Cleveland, — went with me to the Hartford 
and Fairfield Associations. 

These two Associations have shortened their time of meeting 
to one day, and as the Woman’s meeting was a union of Home 
and Foreign, and only held for an hour, each speaker had but 
fifteen minutes. It was like traveling on a fast express train. 
However, Miss Schulman’s story of her conversion was very 
impressive. 

’ At the New London Association more time was given the 
women, and Miss Story of Bridgeport told of her work among the 
Italians. 

Miss Huston herself was present at the Ashford Association, 
and Miss Brown told of her work at the wharf in Boston, at the 
New Haven Association. 

All of these Associations were well attended, as was also the 
Stonington Union Association in June, although the speaker 
promised was prevented from being present, but Mrs. Thompson 
herself was equal to the occasion. 

Our missionaries in the State, Miss Story in Bridgeport, and 
Miss Ryan in Hartford still continue their good work. New

workers have been appointed in New Haven and in Waterbury, 
and we hope other places will soon have a missionary of their own. 

Several new circles have been formed, and renewed interest 
manifested in a number of places. 

Mrs. Thayer of Wallingford, our new Assistant Director for 
Young Women’s and Children’s work, is proving herself the right 
one in the right place, and we are looking for much increased 
interest in this part of the work. 

All of the Associational Directors are women of ability and 
consecration, and we trust that with the renewed strength of 
your State Director, the year’s work will go forward with fresh 
zeal and enthusiasm. 

- So much as to the workers; now what about the work itself? 

This spring the State was given an increased apportionment 
for the Woman’s work. Last year, no one Association met its 
apportionment, although many individual churches equalled or 
exceeded their apportionments. 

In the Ashford Association there were six churches where 
the women met their apportionment; Brooklyn, Putnam, Dun- 
ham Memorial, East Thompson, Warrenville, Willington and 
West Woodstock. Brooklyn, Dunham Memorial and West Wood- 
stock, exceeded the amount given them. The apportionment 
given this Association was $526.8 9. The amount raised was 
$4 67.9 7. There was a falling off of $17 over previous year. 

Fairfield Association was apportioned $591.35. It gave 
$3 93.82; a falling off of over $7 0 from the year before. Six 
churches met their apportionment: — Bridgeport Hungarian and 
the Second churches. New Milford, Rowayton, Stratfield and 
Fairfield. 

For the Hartford Association, the apportionment was 
$1,167.78; the amount given was $1,09 6.02. Thirteen churches 
met their woman’s apportionment:^ — Bloomfield, South Cole- 
brook, Hartford Asylum Avenue, First, Olivet, and Swedish 
churches. New Britain, Rockville, Plainville, South Windsor and 
West Hartford, also the Pj^st and Second SiiT.eld rhurclics. 

Bloomfield, Asylum Avenue and First Hartford and First 
and Second Suffield churches exceeded their apportionments; the 
women of the Second Suffield church gave the largest offering 
of any church in the State. The Hartford Association is the only 
Association which increased its giving over the previous year. 

The New Haven Association’s apportionment was $1,533.10. 
It gave $1,219.20: — a falling off of $137.06 from year previous. 
Ten churches met their apportionment: — Essex, Montowese, New 
Haven Calvary, First and Italian churches, Plantsville, Southing- 
ton, Second Waterbury, Wallingford, and Yalesville. All but 
Essex and Montowese exceeded their apportionments. 
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The New London Association was asked for $651.75, and 
gave $531.37, a falling off of over $50 from year before. Nine 
churches met their apportionment:- — Bozrah, East Lyme, Old 
Lyme, Montville, Niantic, Waterford First, and East Neck S. S., 
and the First and Central Norwich churches. East Lyme ex- 
ceeded its apportionment. 

Stonington Union Association’s apportionment was $454.40. 
Amount given $361.21; falling off of some $40 from previous 
year. Four churches met, and all these exceeded their apportion- 
ment: — Noank, Third North Stonington, Packerville and Plain- 
field Union. 

There has been a falling off from all the Associations except 
the Hartford, and the State failed, as a whole, to meet the 
Woman’s apportionment. 

Now, if we failed last year, what can we hope to do this year 
with an increased apportionment? 

First of all, we must strive as never before for a deeper 
prayer life and a renewed consecration of ourselves. In these 
times of stress and great anxiety, we need to keep very close to 
the heart of the Master if we are to know His will and to do it. 

We need a larger manifestation of volunteer service. You 
know how hard it is to obtain leaders for anything in this age. 
We do not say “Here am I Lord, send me,’’ but “Here am I Lord, 
— send somebody else.” Let us all look over the field right 
around us, already “white unto harvest,’’ see how few are the 
laborers, and give ourselves to the work of gathering in the 
harvest. 

Let there be a closer and more intimate touch between your 
Associational Director and the churches in her Association. 
Send for her to come to your monthly missionary meeting; tell 
her your needs; for only as she knows the condition of the 
churches can she help to build up and strengthen those who are 
weak. 

Another thing, and in very many^ways one of the most im- 
portant and helpful things we may strive for, is the winning of 
the Uninterested woman; and the bringing of her into our ranks. 
Few of us can give more money than we are giving. How, then, 
can we meet this increased apportionment? We must interest 
others. 

Go to these women with your own heart full of the needs; 
show them that their Christian life is incomplete without a desire 
to save the lost ones outside our own fold; remind them that 
Christ said, “Other sheep have I, which are not of this fold; them 
also must I bring.” 

One thing more bear in mind. So far as is possible, send 
your money to the Treasury monthly, or at least quarterly, and 
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* ■ remember to send it not to Chicago, but to Miss Gertdude L. 

Davis, Ford Building, Boston. 

Let us consider ourselves, each one of us, as directly respon- 
ble for the successful carrying out of these five things mentioned: 

* 1. Renewed Consecration; 2. More Volunteer Service; 3. Better 
Acquaintance With Your Associational Director; 4. Win The 
Uninterested Women In Your Church; 5. Send Your Money 
Quarterly. 

Let us all earnestly seek for a fresh vision of our Oppor- 
tunities and Responsibilities; and thus be inspired to a Whole- 
hearted service this year. 

Many of our mission fields need reinforcements. New fields 
are pressing their claims. Our schools are appealing for more 
teachers. 

Remember that our officers and Board are helpless without 
our support. Our Board can plan advance work only as we make 
it possible; but together, and with the help of our Heavenly 
Father, we can do great things for Him.

REPORT OP SENIOR SECRETARY 

The presentation of this the forty-third annual accounting 
of the activities of Connecticut Baptist women in behalf of 
Foreign Mission, marks the close of the old and beginning of a 
new era in administration, and gives occasion also for recalling 
the names of some pioneers of our State work whose memory 
we desire ever to perpetuate. Especially should be mentioned 
Mrs. O. W. Gates, our first State Secretary and organizer. Mrs. 
L. M. Whiting, her greatly beloved successor, who inaugurtited 
the “Conference” system which has proved such a wonderful 
factor in sustaining an interest among the circles. And of Mrs. 
P. G. McKeever, the efficient first Junior State Secretary. We 
are most appreciative of our exalted privilege of follovdng in 
their footsteps and measurably at least, emulating their faith- 
fulness. 

While we are also duly grateful that during this period, an 
amount in excess of $25 0,000 has been contributed by the Baptist 
women of Connecticut, or bequeathed by will, in response to 
their desire to obey the command to disperse throughout the 
world the knowledge of the Gospel, we do a bit regret our failure 
in the closing year, to raise our apportionment. We do not, 
however, underestimate the difficulties which have beset our 
circle, and church membership, nor admit loss of interest in the 
work, but believe it is due to a strong desire to assist in the pro- 
motion of all world-wide missionary enterprises and this purpose 
we fully share, and heartily endorse. 

Our Secretarial force has not been affected by the transition 
process, the list remaining intact, nor have their duties been 
changed. They report seventy-three circles in active operation 
during the year ending May 1, 1914, and twenty-nine contribut- 
ing churches. A small increase in the number of contributors is 
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noted, but there is still room for improvement in making out the 
blanks. 

Ashford Association contains seventeen churches, among 
which there are nine circles, the remaining unorganized eight, 
contribute to our Treasury. 

I 

Fairfield Association, with twenty-seven churches, reports 
eight circles and six contributing churches. 

Hartford Association is still the banner Association for 
generous giving. Its apportionment of $1,100 was exceeded and 
over $500 additional were received for the deficit. First Hartford 
Church led with $230 given for apportionment and $250 for 
deficit. Suffield Second was a close follower, sending $275 for 
apportionment and $175 for deficit. Asylum Avenue also con- 
siderably exceeded its apportionment and made a large deficit 
donation. 

From the New Haven Association Miss Twiss, the dean of 
our Secretaries, reports thirty-six churches; twenty-two circles 
and seven contributing churches. The apportionmment lacked 
only a few dollars of being raised, and $35 0 were given to the 
deficit fund. 

New London Association maintains fourteen circles in its 
twenty-five churches, — five churches send contributions, and a 
generous offering was made for the deficit here also. 

Stonington Union Association reports slight gain, fourteen of 
the eighteen churches, most of which are small, have sent in 
offerings. 

The apportionment sent out to the churches was $5,293.04.

The several Conferences retain the same efficient leaders 
who are also active outside their own constituency. Mrs. C. W. 
Gale, President of the South Eastern Conference, since her return 
from the Judson Centennial in Burma and from visits to other 
mission stations, has devoted a large portion of her time to visit- 
ing, and speaking of her trip in tha Circle meetings and churches 
through the State and Mrs. Germond, President of the Hartford 
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Conference, is one of the most efficient workers at Northfield 
and was also a member of the teams which made the successful 
eight days’ campaign tour in Connecticut. Each of the Con- 
ference meetings and missionary hours at the different Asso- 
ciational gatherings have been well attended and most interesting 
in character. 

By reason of the war, the Board decided it would be unwise 
for the young lady missionaries who are home on furlough to 
return this fall to their stations as they expected. 

As a partial compensation for this disappointment, a series 
of Campaign tours throughout the New England district was 
planned. Thirty-five centers were selected. Eight such meetings 
were held in Connecticut from October 11-19, from which it is 
hoped our work may receive such an impetus that this may be 
the most successful of recent years. In May last the old Society 
was merged into the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, whose territory in order to localize responsibility 
and develop leaders, is divided into ten administrative centers 
called “Districts” each with an organization similar to that of 
the National Society. Pull details are given in a valuable leaflet, 
entitled “How,” obtainable at the Rooms. The New England 
district is composed of all in New England States, and will be 
held responsible for a definite share of the work on the foreign 
field of twenty-five missionaries and a share of Home Adminis- 
trative expense and emergency fund. The budget for 1914-1915 
is $53,000. To Connecticut interest in the fields of Philippines, 
India, Burma and China has been designated. Six thousand dol- 
lars has been apportioned by the Connecticut Apportionment Com- 
mittee to the churches and circles of our State for women’s work, 
and it is also hoped our contributions will be increased by special 
gifts to the sum of $7,200. All contributions should now be sent 
to Mrs. P. L. Anderson, 169 Homer Street, Newton Center, Mass., 
the Treasurer of the New England district and not to Miss Sted- 
man, who is the Treasurer of the National Society. It is also 
most important that each circle send its money in quarterly in- 
stallments and by March 15, 1915. As an incentive to the very 
strenuous efforts which will be necessary to meet all these re- 
quirements, let us ponder and accept the wonderful challenge 
printed in Bulletin No. 1 issued in October. 

“Never was responsibility so stern laid upon us who call 
ourselves Christ’s, to hold for him every post thus far gained. 
If the Church fails now to keep the white banner of Peace float- 
ing, the very name of Peace may be lost to the race. Therefore 
We solemnly appeal to you, Christian women of New England, to 
lay aside what is trivial, what is superfluous, in this hour of 
supreme crisis, as do your sisters oh the other side of the sea. 
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and enter into this autumn Campaign of Peace knowing of a 
surety that it is a life and death struggle. Failing now to meet 
the call of Christ, we may fail forever. 

“We shall not fail!”

Mission Work among the Juniors has become active along 
new lines. We find study classes well attended and the young 
people taking part in interesting debates on missionary topics, 
showing much study and ability in the manner of handling their 
subjects. 

In the Sunday School classes have been organized into Clubs 
with meetings for Mission Study — or the regular teacher gives 
a short talk each Sunday on Missions or a special missionary 
teacher takes a different class each Sunday. In other Sunday 
Schools “Five Minute Missionary Exercises” are given before the 
whole school with an occasional Sunday entirely devoted to Mis- 
sions. One Sunday School had a most interesting exercise on 
State Missions, showing work among the foreign speaking people 
who are within our borders. 

With all these new interests we find about the same num- 
ber of regular Missionary Societies. There are so many lines of 
work for our “Father Lights Circles” all should be busy. 
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One Circle sent a generous gift of jelly to the “Home for 
the Children of Missionaries.” I am sure busy mothers will 
appreciate that kind thought. 

Another Circle has ready to send to Miss Bousfield, China, a 
supply of post cards, patchwork, and rolled bandages. One Circle 
wrote letters to our young missionaries and formed pleasant 
helpful friendships. ’ 

The meetings of one Circle were made very interesting by 
missionaries who spoke to them of the country where they had 
been at work, and who showed many beautiful articles made 
by the natives in Africa, Porto Rico, Assam, etc. 

Two Circles are planning an evening together this winter 
for mutual benefit and pleasure. The magazine, “Every Land,” 
is taken by several Sunday Schools, and the copies distributed 
among the classes. Missionary books are being put in the 
libraries and the children encouraged to read them. 

All the Associations have most faithful Secretaries and the 
long-vacant place in the New Haven Association is now filled by 
Mrs. Peterson of Branford. 

We wish more of our young women could go to Silver Bay 
or Northfield and catch the inspiration there.

The thirty-second annual meeting of the Conference 
of Baptist Ministers was -held in the First Baptist Meet- 
ing House of Hartford, Monday afternoon, October 19th, 
at 2 o’clock. 

President G. F. Genung called the meeting to order. 
A service of praise was led by the Rev. C. K. Flanders of 
Unionville. 

The Rev. Bewer G. Boardman led in prayer, after 
which the President announced the Nominating Com- 
mittee.

The Secretary then read the changes in the ministry 
in the State -during the year. Five ordinations, seven 
coming into the State, ten changing within the State, 
nine leaving the State, nine resigning without charge. 

Several of the new pastors who were present were 
introduced by the President. 

Owing to the fact that one of the essayists declined to 
serve, only one essay was given; but Dr. Matteson of the 
Old Ministers’ Home Society gave a very instructive and 
interesting address in place of the second essay. « 

The first essay, “The Church as an Economic Force” 
was given by Rev. J. Newton Lackey, D.D. 

“Economics has to do with the struggle for existence. 
Religion has to do with spiritual interests and the salvation of 
the soul. In times past, the two have been thought to be sepa- 
rate and to have little real connection. A careful study reveals 
the fact that the two have a very vital connection. 
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We have had a great economic awakening in the last cen- 
tury, and during the same period a great awakening in missionary 
enterprise. Religion and Economics had a natural union among 
ancient peoples. Missionaries have been explorers and developers 
of the nations to which they have gone. In modern times many 
churches which have been apparently dead, have been brought to 
life and awakened to activity, through taking up economic ques- 
tions. All revivals have been followed by an insistance on social 
righteousness. We are today in the midst of an industrial revolu- 
tion in which the church must do her best to right the social 
evils that exist.” 


The essay was remarkably clear and forceful, and was 
followed by a spirited discussion. 

Rev. W. B. Matteson, D.D., spoke in regard to the 
several plans that are being tried in the various de- 
nominations, for the relief of needy ministers and their 
families. “Our present plan of relief, according to need, 
has its disadvantages. It seems to savor too much of 
charity. Ministerial insurance, if a part of the premium 
must be paid by the minister himself, is often impossible 
for those who need it most. The ‘Service Pension’ plan 
seems to have some advantages, but it also has some ob- 
jections. All efforts are leading toward a solution of the 
problem.” 

The address was followed by a brief discussion.

The Hartford Convention was unusually large, as well 
as helpful, and its high standard was rounded up by the 
annual banquet of the Social Union, given b;/ members 
to friends, numbering in all some 250. 

The blessing was invoked by Rev. H. M. Thompson, 
D.D., then as the feast concluded President Trevithick 
called upon Dr. J. B. Slocum of Norwich to introduce the 
principal speaker. Rev. Oscar Haywood, D.D. This was 
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done in a bright, interesting way, highly reminiscent of 
, two popular Social Union speakers in the past. 

Dr. HaywOod is pastor of the Collegiate Baptist 
Church of the Covenant, New York City, and his theme, 
“The Church and the Proletriat,” was easily made in- 
» tensely practical. 

Evidently recalling the friendships of a former pastorate at' 
Waterhury, he asked his audience to sing “Auld Lang Syne;” 
then addressed them, in part, after the following: In New Eng- 
land things have the appearance of being solid and permanent, 
while in New York everything is moving, hut there is one thing 
about New York, as well as New England, it likes the truth 
and believes in old things. 

People even today can turn to the old Bible for the solution 
of all their troubles. While the church is not of the world, it is 
in the world and the problem of the proletariat — the great masses 
of the common people — is the problem of the present church. 

The Devil has no conscience and, although we build our 
fences ten rails high, pig-tight and bull-strong, he breaks them 
down just to see us build them up again. 

Socialism in the books is a beautiful scheme, — one can be 
a disciple of Tolstoi in everything hut practice, — hut socialism 
on the streets of New York means atheism and free love. 

The great questions of the day, its social problems, must be 
1 met and worked out by the church. 

Christianity will continue so long as it is a thing of utility, 
is of great service, and shows the proletariat there is a difference 
between righteousness and unrighteousness. 

The individual is the tap-root of society and society will take 
its cue from the individual: every effort to benefit society must 
come from the individual, although the church is in the com- 
munity and in the state it is not of the state. 

The Constitution, which was put forth without the name 
of God in it, is the most human document ever issued, notwith- 
standing the dissatisfaction of ecclesiastics. 

When character appears the state becomes absolute: the 
state means all of us, here, there, yet no particular place. 

The church is abundantly able to meet all the issues with- 
out trespassing upon the province of the state, and should not 
be trammeled by it. 

The church which Christ organized is adequate for all emer- 
* gencies, — it lifts earth into the atmosphere of heaven.
